In the NFL's 75th Anniversary season, the Falcons will 
don their “Throwback” uniforms three times: 


July 30 - Hall of Fame Game to kick off NFL's 75th season 
Sept. 18 - Versus Kansas City at Georgia Dome 
Sept. 25 - At Washington 


Since the Falcons are still wearing their Black uniforms that are the same 
as the original jersey of the first 1966 team, they will wear their red jerseys, 
white pants, red socks, and red helmets that they switched to back in 1971. 
The Falcons teams wore red from 1971-1989 with the only significant change 
being from white pants to silver pants in 1978. The Falcons have worn black 
jerseys now for a 10th season (1966-70 and 1990-present). 

As the “home” team, the Falcons will wear their red jerseys on July 30 and 
Sept.18, then will switch to white as the visitors on Sept. 25. The NFL's 75th 
anniversary patch will be worn all year long by all NFL teams. 

As the kickoff game, the Falcons and Chargers will be the first to unveil the 
“Throwback” uniforms. All teams will then participate on the September 18 
Weekend by wearing an older uniform of their choice.

VY Since the spectacular Georgia Dome was opened 
in 1992, the Falcons have played to near capacity 
crowds. In’ 92, the birds set an attendance record 
by averaging 70,515 sold per game. Last season 
the Falcons played in front of an average crowd of

more than the old Fulton County Stadium held for 
football and nearly 15,000 more than the stadium 
holds for a Braves baseball game.

Mel made the Falcons roster after a strong preseason and went on to start seven of the final 
eight games, while playing in 12 contests. Agee ended up with 43 tackles (23 solo, 20 ast), 2.5 
QB sacks, 5 QB pressures, and 1 forcedfumble. He made a season high 7 tackles (6 solo stops) 
against the 49ers in Week 15. In his first action of the season in Week 5, he replaced an injured 
Mike Gann and registered three tackles anda forced fumble. His sacks came against Cleveland 
and Houston and he recorded a half sack versus the Cowboys. 


Pro Career 


Agee played two seasons with the Colts after being the club's sixth round selection in 1991 
before arriving in Atlanta. He competed in 17 games during his stint in Indy. He was fifth among 
all Colts linemen in ‘91 with his 29 tackles. 


College Career 


A three-year starter at Illinois, he totaled 201 tackles, 143 solo, with 11 sacks, five recovered 
fumbles, and two forced fumbles. His senior season began as an outside linebacker buthe was 
converted to the line and responded with 68 tackles, three fumbles recovered, and three sacks 
to earn All-Big Ten honors and an All-America nomination from The Poor Man's Guide. 


Notebook/Personal 


Before his extended duty last year, Mel was actually signed as a free agent by the birds at the 
end of the ‘92 season but did not play in the season finale. Agee was familiar to the Falcons 
through defensive line coach Bill Kollar who coached him at Illinois. The mathematics major 
at Illinois was an All-Big 10 choice at two different positions as he garnered the con‘erences 
top honor as a linebacker during his junior campaign and as a defensive tackle as a senior, 
Melvin Agee was born in Chicago, Illinois and was an all-section choice in basketball and 
football. The tight end and 18 point scorer was chosen as team MVP in both sports, The big 


presence in the middle of the hardwood also averaged 20 rebounds a contest.

Keith provided back-up depth in ‘93 after spending the entire ‘92 campaign on the Falcons 
Developmental Squad. Alex’s first season on a pro roster was spent learning the ropes from 
the likes of 7-time Pro Bowler Chris Hinton and 5-time Pro Bowler Mike Kenn. He played mainly 
onspecialteams, butlined up asa tight endin short yardage situations against the Forty-Niners 
in Week 3 in his most extensive duty. 


College Career 


A durable linemen for Texas A&M, Alex competed at both guard and tackle for the Nationally 
ranked Aggies. He helped his ‘91 team rack up 4,804 yards worth of offense en route to a 10- 
1 season. With him in the lineup, Texas A&M averaged 259.1 yards per contest during his 
senior season on the ground. In 1990, he was a seven game starter at right guard and was 
involved in a school single game record of 774 yards, with 33 first downs, in a 63-14 defeat of 
Southwestern Louisiana. Keith was a back-up to former #1 pick Richmond Webb of the 
Dolphins as a sophomore and saw action in every game as a freshman despite a broken hand.

Keith's cousin, Willie Graham, played defensive back for the Detroit Lions from 1982-87. The 
product of Beaumont, Texas was an All-State 5A player at Central High School. He lettered 
three times in football (and track) was named a Top 50 recruit in the state by the Houston 
Chronicle. Alex didn’t start playing football as a prepster until his sophomore year but he 
showed his versatility by starring on the basketball team before his football career took off. 
Hiram Keith Alex was born in Kountze, Texas on June 9, 1969. A recreation and parks major, 
he decided to attend Texas A&M because the serene surroundings of College Station match 
his equally quiet nature.

Last Season 


Harold's intial pro season saw him earn All-Rookie honors as he finished 5th in NFL in net 
punting (37.6) and 10th overall (43.3). Alexander also tied for the NFL lead for fewest 
touchbacks with only 3 and recorded the longest punt in the NFC (and second longest overall) 
with a 75 yarder at Chicago. His best game as a roookie was against the 49ers on national TV 
inWeek 15 when he averaged 46.5 yards on four punts, including a personal best 4 punts inside 
the 20, He also boasted a career high 46.5 netaverage in that contest. Harold's other top games 
were against Houston (51.7 avg.), Cleveland (4 punts inside 20), Chicago (47.1 avg.on7 kicks), 
and Tampa Bay (46.0 avg). On the year, he booted 11 kicks 50 yards or longer, including shots 
of 58, 58, 55, and three, 54 yarders. 


College Career 


The kicking feats of Harold Alexander were so respected that he was compared to 7-time Pro 
Bowler Ray Guy of the Raiders as one of the finest punters ever in college. The powerful 6’2", 
224 pounder with excellent high kick extension set an NCAA Division I-AA season record 
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ALEXANDER 


with a 46.7 average in ‘91. He also became the second player in the history of Division I-AA to 
lead the nation in punting two straight seasons, finishing with a 44.1 average in ‘92. 
Alexander (The Great) established some amazing stats throughout his college days like 
recording 67 punts over 50 yards and dropping 95 punts inside the 20-yard line. The two-time 
All-America and All-Southern Conference honoree ended his outstanding college career with 
280 punts for 11,963 yards for a 42.7 lifetime average to etch his name in the school record 
books for game, season, and career marks. Another distinguished accomplishment was that 
he never had a punt blocked in his college career. Harold's best single game saw him boot 
the leather for an average of 55.7 yards on 6 tries with longs of 78, 61, and 55 yards versus The 
Citadel in ‘92. . 


Notebook 


When Alexander boomed his 75 yarder at Chicago it was the longest kick by a Falcon punter 
in 18 years, equaling John James’ club record against the Raiders in 1975. Harold became the 
highest drafted punter the Falcons had ever chosen and just the sixth drafted overall. (Mike 
Horan was previous highest picked on the ninth round in 1982.) His high-driving kicking style 
which includes serious leg extension is reminiscent of another Ken Herock draft pick that went 
on to seven Pro Bowls with the Raiders in Ray Guy. The Redskins had so coveted Alexander 
in the draft that they called the birds after they had selected him to say THEY were going to take 
Harold with their 3rd round pick. The birds selection of a kicker with the 11th choice in the 3rd 
round started a trend as Denver made amove (K Jason Elam-14th), then Washington took their 
second choice (P Ed Bunn-24th) to fill their needs. His coaches at Appalachian State knew he 
was something special as a freshman when he calmly dropped 8 out of his 12 total punts inside 
the 12-yard line to win Southem Conference Freshman of the Week honors against Wake 
Forest in 1989. 


Personal 
Harold was an all-state of South Carolina punter during his 9-3 senior year at Pickens High 
School with an average of 42.6. Harold's first NFL game he played in was also the first he had 
ever seen in person. He also earned a letter in baseball as a prepster.When Harold made the 
Falcons final roster he was naturally a front page story on the cover of his hometown newspaper 


The Easley Progress. The management major has a wife, Carla, and a daughter, Lindsey 
Leigh.

Last Season 


Lester made a valuable contribution to the Falcons defense a year ago as he totaled a career- 
high 67 tackles, while making a personal-best 11 starts. Archambeau’s playing time increased 
because of his play and injuries to Rick Bryan and Tim Green. AtChicagoin Week 5, he spelled 
an injured Green, recording a season-high 5 solo tackles. He started for the first time in Week 
7 versus the Rams and responded with 5 tackles. Against the Browns, Lester forced a fumble 
afumble and had another 5 stops. His best overall outing was in the season finale where he 
registerted a career-best 10 tackles and three QB pressures of Steve Beuerlein of the 
Cardinals. He also had 8 stops at Houston and his best pro season also included 15 QB 
pressures.

Pro Career 


He is a veteran of 51 games, with his 15 played last season. His rookie season in Green Bay 
was limited to the first four games in 1990 before a back injury shelved him for the year. Lester 
returned to play in all 16 games for the 10th rated Packer defense being used mainly as a pass 
rusher in ‘91. He led the defensive line with 4.5 QB sacks and chipped in with 20 solo tackles. 
In 1992, he again performed in 16 games and hada sack to his credit. Archambeau was traded 
to the Falcons on June 2, 1993 in exchange for WR James Milling. 


Notebook 


Lester has been described as the “classic overachiever’ by one coach and the Falcons 
recognized his relentless penchant for making things happen when he was inserted into the 
lineup. His most extensive action in the early part of the season came at Chicago in Week 
5 when Tim Green was injured. Archambeau collared a season-best 5 solo tackles, but more 
importantly, he established himself as a dependable performer. When the free agent period 
began, the Falcons signed him to a three-year contract, further solidifying their opinion of the 
five-year veteran. A freak injury in the Packers weight room during his rookie season resulted 
ina back problem that made him go on Injured Reserve for the remainder of the ‘90 campaign. 
Lester's first NFL sack came at the hands of Dan Marino and the Dolphins in only his eighth 
game. An intelligent player, he survives in the trenches with superb technique. 


College 


A four year starter for the Stanford Cardinal from 1986-89, he started every game he played 
tying a school record with 45 straight, The second team All-PAC 10 choice was fourth on the 
squad with his 57 tackles as a senior, including six for a minus 22 yards in losses. 


Personal 


Lester Milward Archambeau III was born in Philadelphia on June 27, 1967. A USA Today All- 
America as well as a Academic All-America for Montville (NJ) High School, he played both 
ways. He earned three letters in football and three in basketball as a prepster besides his two 
letters in track. Lester was selected as the Garden State Distinguised Scholar Athlete during 
his high school days. At Stanford, he was the winner of the Jim Reynolds Award presented 
to the Cardinal player for his courage on the field and devotion to the game. He and his wife, 
Kathleen, reside in Freehold, N.J. in the offseason.

Last Season 


In his first season in a Falcons uniform after being acquired in an offseason trade with the 
Packers, Clark started nine games at RCB, while seeing action in 15 games. Vinnie finished 
with 56 total tackles (43 solos), a pair of interceptions, 2 forced fumbles, 1 recovered fumble 
(for a TD) and a team high 15 passes defensed. “VC” started the first five games of the year 
and picked off a pass each against the Saints (for 38 yards in Week2) and the Niners (for 21 
yards in Week 3). He returned a Barry Foster fumble 46 yards for a touchdown to give the Birds 
an early 14-7 lead on Monday Night in Week 4.

Pro Career 


Clark's string of 37 consecutive games played was halted in Week 7 against the Rams with a 
back injury. As a rookie in ‘91, Vinnie started four games at left cornerback, while logging time 
inall 16 games for the Pack. His eight passes defensed were the best numbers by anon-starter 
and he added 30 (27 solo) tackles and two pickoffs to his totals in a productive first year in the 
pros. His top game was a five solo tackle day vs. the Lions, which included 2 passes defensed 
and a special teams stop. Against the Bears, he stole a pass and forced a fumble besides 
making 3 solo stops. He finished 8th on the club with 5 special teams tackles,

Number 27 faced one of his biggest challenges in his brief NFL career in Week 3 at San 
Francisco in ‘93 as he drew Jerry Rice in many one-on-one situations. The former Ohio State 
star was equal to the task as he helped hold Rice to only three catches for 33 yards and no 
touchdowns, plus he picked off a Steve Young pass. Clark, at 6'0” and 194 pounds, is one 
of the biggest corners to ever play for the birds. He can tell his grandkids his first ever NFL 
interception came against Dan Marino of the Dolphins to stop a Miami drive. Also, in his very 
first pro game, he forced a fumble against the Eagles in the season opener in'91, Vinnie was

Doleman was the first linebacker and the fourth overall player taken by the Vikes after a stellar 
college career at Pittsburgh in 1985.He ranked third on the team in solo tackles as an outside 
backer asan All-NFL rookie. In 1986, he started the first six games of the year as an OLB before 
finding his niche.as a defensive end for the last three games of his sophomore campaign.At 
the beginning of the ‘87 season, he started to terrorize opposing QB's from his full time end 
position and he's gone on to become one of the best pass rushers to ever play the game, He's 
been mentioned in the same sentence with Bruce Smith and Reggie White when people talk 
about the best rusher off the line over the last seven seasons, His productive switch to the line 
from linebacker is even more astonishing if you consider he played linebacker for all four years 
in high school and college, plus he even declined to play end at the Senior Bowl. But he found 
immediate success at the position in ‘87, collaring six forced fumbles ina four game stretch and 
finishing with 11 sacks. Besides giving the birds some much-needed pass rushing skills, 
Doleman also brings a winning attitude (four time Playoff participant) and veteran leadership 
to Atlanta.

Huge offensive lineman Irv Eatman was another solid offseason acquisition by the birds. The 
6-7, 300 pound seasoned veteran will strengthen the Falcons frontline at both tackle and guard 
positions. Eatman started all 16 games for the Rams in ‘93, paving the way for rookie Jerome 
Bettis to make it to the Pro Bowl with 1,429 yards, second in the NFL. He opened up holes for 
Bettis to have four consecutive 100 yard games and a total of seven, 100 yarders on the 
season.His efforts were highlighted by Bettis’ 212 rushing yards against the Saints.

Irv's successful professional career has seen him become an All-Prointhe USFLandhe's gone 
on to a stellar eight-year stint in the NFL that has spanned 113 games, with 95 starts.

His value to the Falcons was evidenced when the club acted quickly to re-sign the unrestricted 
free agent only six days after the free agent period started. Roman’sfirst Falcons training camp 
season got off toan inauspicious beginning as a grease fire accident in Fortin's kitchen in mid- 
July of '92 caused him second-degree leg burns. Because of the incident he wasn't able to 
practice with the club until August. Another ‘92 ordeal for Fortin came when his good friend 
and former Detroit teammate Eric Andolsek was killed only a month before. Roman was also 
aroommate and friend of former Lion Mike Utley, who was paralyzed from the neck down in 
a game against the Rams in October of ‘91. The pair still keep in touch by phone as often as 
they can. He contributed greatly to the Falcons Thumbs-Up program that promoted t-shirts 
and an autographed signing session with proceeds going to the Mike Utley Foundation. When 
you look at Fortin (at a solid 295 pounds) you would never guess that he once quarterbacked 
his prep team at Ventura (Ca) High for three seasons. His collegiate career started out as a 
tight end before being switched to tackle on the scout team. Roman Brian was an all-academic 
first teamer in the WAC after transferring to San Diego State. An accounting major as an Aztec, 
one of his prized possessions is a green classic ‘67 Corvette roadster that he takes out of the 
garage occasionally to show off to his teammates in Suwanee.

Last Season 


Gardner had another oustanding year for the Falcons as he finished second on the team and 
set a personal best for tackles in a season with 128. Moe topped the 100 tackle plateau for the 
second straight season as he broke his single game high for stops in a game with 16 against 
the Cardinals. The opening weekend turned out to be a sign of good things to come for Gardner

as he set the tempo for a superb season by recording a then career-best of 14 tackles against 
Detroit. In his next four outings he totaled 10, 9,9 and 10 tackles to keep pace, Moe's other top 
games were against the Bucs (12 tackles), Cowboys (QB sack), Rams (QB sack) and the Oilers 
(4 QB pressures). Gardner's fine 1993 season also included 15 QB pressures. 


Pro Career 


Moe has been a mainstay on the birds front line over the last three seasons, starting 43 games, 
He's used his quickness to total 335 tackles in that short span, which Is even more impresssive 
when you consider the double-teams he’s had to face, His 96 tackles in his rookie year were 
the most by an NFL defensive linemen in five seasons. Gardner's quickness was evident in his 
very first pro game at Kansas City as he constanlty harassed QB Steve DeBerg and finished 
with a personal-best 6 QB pressures. He hada huge forced fumble thatthe Falcons recovered 
to snuff out a Saints drive in the Falcons first ever road playoff victory in New Orleans (to go 
along with 8 tackles). 


Year-by-Year 


1992: He ended up with the 6th best tackle total on the club with his 111 tackles and he 
finished second with a career high 4.5 QB sacks and 24 QB pressures. Moe started 14 games 
inthe Falcons shifting scheme and two of his QB sacks came at the hands of NFC Pro Bowlers 
Steve Young and Brett Favre. 


1991: The consensus All-NFL rookie made a big splash on the NFL scene with his 96 
stops, the best of any rookie defensive player anda club-best 38 pressures His big hiton Tampa 
Bay QB Jeff Carlson resulted in a fumble which was scooped up by Oliver Barnettand returned 
75 yards for a score.

Although he's undersized by NFL standards (only 261 pounds), he’s found a place in the 
League because of his quickness, smarts, and relentless pursuit to the ball. Moe is by far the 
quietest player in the locker room, but also one of the most well-spoken and intelligent. The 
articulate Gardner believes there's more to life than just football so a great deal of his time is 
devoted to his wife, Mickie, daughter Morgan, and son Andrew. They both received their 
undergraduate degrees while raising their daughter, taking turns baby-sitting while the other 
attended classes. They made their way through school living in a small off-campus apartment 
with summer jobs and Pell Grants. It was all worth it when Moe received his sociology degree 
and Mickie accepted her diploma in medical sociology. 


College 


His college career can be summed up simply as record-breaking and award-winning, For the 
Fighting Illini, Moe set a new school record with 54 tackles for losses ina career and tied the 
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school mark with 20 tackles for losses in a season. In his junior year he was a finalist for the 
Outland Trophy and a semifinalist for the Lombardi Award. In the tough Big Ten Conference, 
Moe was a three-time first team All-Conference pick (he was second team All-Conference as 
a freshman), and he was picked the Defensive Player of the Year in 1990 by the League's 
coaches. In ‘89 when he was picked as a consensus All-American, he was the first Illini 
defensive star to earn that recognition since Dick Butkus. He'll long be remembered at 
Illinois for a career that included 303 tackles, 54 tackles for losses of 223 yards, 18 QB sacks, 
18 passes broken up and 6 fumble recoveries.

Morris Gardner Jr. was born to Morris Sr., a General Motors foreman, and Mynelle, a 
kindergarten teacher, in Indianapolis. Moe was raised on a strong work ethic that comes from 
the influence of his parents, His grandfather, Albert Umphrey (Tennessee State All-America), 
was alsoa source of inspiration for a young Moe. He lists his grandfather as his childhood hero. 
His mother taught him the importance of education and he has excelled throughout his 
academic career, as he topped the honor roll as a prepster despite starring in football and 
basketball at Cathedral High. While espousing on the virtues of being well-rounded he was 
taught to appreciate all things like theater and jazz.

Last Season 


“Jumpy' had a serious impact on the entire Falcons pass rushing scheme when he was in the 
lineup in ‘93. Geathers’ bulldozing, physical style often times saw him plow past defenders to 
get to the quarterback. His eye opening team-high 36 QB pressures were a testament to his 
impact. His consistent “presence” in the oppositions backfield also led to double teams which 
openedup otherholes for his teammates. Hehad four games where he collared 5 QB pressures 
or more, including a season-high 6 at New Orleans. His best game of the year came at Los 
Angeles as he totaled 5 tackles, 1.5 sacks, 5 pressures, and a forced fumble (ona sack) of Jim 
Everett. Due toa strained calf muscle during preseason, Geathers only participated in 28 plays 
in the first four games, including sitting out the Saints contest, A severely sprained ankle also 
forced him from the Cleveland game in Week 13 and limited him to eight plays versus Houston 
the next week and to the bench versus SF. 


Pro Career 


Jumpy’s NFL career now totals 134 games in 10 seasons. He began as a second round draft 
choice of New Orleans in 1984. As a Saint, he played in 16 games in four out of his six years 
and 80 overall. He changed to a Redskins uniform in 1990 via Plan B and earned a Super Bow! 
XXVI ring. He has collared 41 QB sacks in his time in the League and his five in 1992 were 
the most since 1986. 


Year-by-Year 


1992: The pass rushing specialist for the Skins boasted 5 sacks, 16 pressures, and plenty 
of physical pounding of offensive linemen. In the playoff game with the Vikings, he managed 
a sack but his collapsing of the pocket enabled his teammates to collar 4 other sacks and to 
hold Minnesota to only 6 completions and 75 passing yards. 


1991: Hewas the team leader in QB hurries with 27 and finished fourth on the club with his 
4.5 QB sacks. His best game was versus the Steelers as he sacked QB Neil O'Donnell twice 


for minus 23 yards, forcing a fumble on one of the sacks, and totaled 3 tackles. He topped off 
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his fine season by recording a sack and 3 tackles in Super Bowl XXVI. 


1990: Reconstructive surgery on his right knee made him miss the first 7 weeks of the 
season, His immediate impact was felt in his first action of the yearin Week 8 against the Lions 
when hecame up with a big sack in the 3rd quarter despite playing only six plays. Through nine 
games played he accumulated 3 sacks, 5 QB hurries, and a forced fumble. 


1989: A productive year with 23 tackles, a QB sack, and a team-high 5 fumble recoveries 
ended prematurely as he suffered a knee injury in the second to last game of the year. Jumpy 
started the most games of his career with 15 but his knee required reconstructive surgery.

His top outing was a two-sack day 
vs. the Giants. 


1987: Torn knee ligaments in the preseason finale ended his season.

Geathers gives new meaning to the words “wrecking havoc” when he imposes his 6-7, 290 
pound will on opposing linemen, He is considered one of the strongest players in the NFL for 
good reason. The Georgetown, South Carolina native was a member of the Saints’ first-ever 
playoff team in club history in 1987 and in his 10 years in the League, he has played on four 
playoff teams. Geathers also has the distinction of having one of his best games ever against 
his current team as he blocked a field goal and batted down a personal-best 7 passes at the 
line against the Falcons in 1985.

James Geathers hails from the small PeeDee region of coastal South Carolina, He received 
his nickname of “Jumpy” from his grandfather when he was young. He actually started playing 
basketball at Paducah (KY) Community College before he took to the gridiron as a d-lineman 
transferring to Wichita State as a junior, His two year college career was impressive as he 
collared 34 QB sacks playing for the Shockers. Jumpy gives back to his hometown community 
by sponsoring a yearly basketball tournament to help raise funds for equipment for five high 
schools in South Carolina. He's attempting to have a community recreation center built in the 
areaand he's already hada learning center and weight room added on to Choppe High School.

Last Season 


The Falcons acquired one of the most talented passers in the NFL when Jeff George was 
obtained by the birds from the Colts in exchange for Atlanta's #1 and #3 pick in the ‘94 draft, 
plus a conditional #2 pick in ‘96. (The ‘96 choice could turn into a #1 if George plays in 75% of 
nine or more wins in ‘95.) Jeff posted the best QB rating of his career with a 76.3 seasonal 
mark in starting 11 out of 13 games played last season. He heads into 1994 with a streak of 
202 consecutive passes without an interception and his 1.5 interception % (both Colts 
records) was second-best in the NFL last year with just six pickoffs in 407 attempts. He has 
only tossed two picks in his last 361 attempts. George established a personal best by 
passing for 376 yards on 37 completions out of 59 attempts and 3 TD’s at Washington. The 
accurate thrower completed 50% or more in a game in 10 out of 12 outings and amassed 200+ 
yards passing in eight out of his 11 starts.In his last game in a Colt uniform in the season finale, 
he completed 30 of 48 passes for 330 yards and a TD vs Buffalo,He displayed his toughness 
by adding 39 more yards to his totals on 13 rushing attempts, with a career-long of 14 yards, 
against those same Bills.His other top games included 27-44-260-2 TD's vs Miami and 21-41- 
262 in the first game with Buffalo.For the year, he set his 2nd highest seasonal totals for 
completions (234), attempts (407), and yardage (2,526), while throwing 8 TD's. Jeff held out 
36 days during training camp before reporting on Aug, 20 and incurring $144,000 in fines. 


Pro Career 


Jeff's pin point passing has enabled him to top 50% or better completion percentage in 41 
of his 51 career games and he went through a streak of 14 consecutive outings where he 
completed 50% + of his passes (a club record) in ‘91. He has passed for over 300 yards on 
seven different occasions in the pro's, including a personal high of 376 last year, and has 4 
career 3-TD games.With his 37 completions out of 59 attempts at Washington in ‘93, he broke 
the Colts single game record.His 202 interception-less streak that he carries into 1994 also set 
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a Colts mark, eclipsing Johnny Unitas and Bert Jones’ mark of 132 by a wide margin.He also 
leaves as the Colts single season (1.5 in ‘93) and career leader (3.0) for interception 
percentage.He was only the 8th rookie in NFL history to throw more TD's than interceptions 
(16-13) and his 3.9 interception % was the lowest ever by a rookie. He completed over 60% of 
his passes in ‘91, only the second one ever over 60% in Colts history (Bert Jones in ‘76). That 
was the same year he endured 56 sacks and toughed it out to play in all 16 games. Jeff built 
up a streak of 25 straight starts at the beginning of his career that was snapped in ‘92 because 
of a right thumb injury.

He had an outstanding 124.7 QB rating vs. the Bengals by going 21-31-251,3 TD's, andposted 
a 109.8 mark for an 18-33-252, 3 TD day vs. Skins.

“The numbers are nice, 
but | would take a win over any statistics any time,” he stated after completing 37 of 59 passes 
for a career best 376 yards, but losing at Washington in ‘93. George flashed his unique talents 
to the curious eyes of the pro’s at an early age when his Warren Central High School team 
received permission to practice at the Hoosier Dome in 1984 in preparation for the state 
championship game. As the story goes, then Colts head coach Frank Kush watched along with 
the rest of the team and Kush noted, “There's the best quarterback in the area.” (He included 
his own pair of QB's, Art Schlichter and Mike Pagel, in that evaluation.)

He started outat Purdue but transfered to Illinois after considering Miami.He ranked behind only 
Jack Trudeau (8,146) and Tony Eason (6,608) in passing yardage with 4,674 (428-714) Jeff 
was 20-4 as a starter for the Fighting Illini and finished with 28 TD's and 19 int’s. A first team 
All-Big 10 choice, he paced the conference with a average of 240.8 passing yards per game. 
He led the club to scores in 10 of 12 two-minute drives as a junior and was 42-63-522, five TD's, 
in the 4th quarter. In the final seven minutes of those games was 28-35-355, five TD's.He 
topped off his season by going 26-38 for 321 yards and three scores in a 31-21 Citrus Bowl 
victory over Virginia. His initial college career spanned seven games with the Boilermakers as 
he missed four others with a lumbar stress fracture. 


Personal 


Jeffrey Scott George was born in Indianapolis and led Warren Central to a pair of state titles 
in 1984 and ‘85 when his club won 28 straight games. His team captured 36 of 38 games during 
his three year stint as a starter and posted big numbers like 8,126 yards passing on 543 
completions in 965 attempts, with 94 TD's and only 33 picks.His career stats rank him third on 
the all time national prep charts and 45 of his TD’s came as a senior, including six in one game 
(against Muncie South).The National Prep football Player-of-the-Year lettered three times in 
basketball and baseball. He was an all-state honorable mention in hoops as ajuniorand carried 
a 18.7 ppg average, scoring 1,002 points, during his senior campaign. A strong armed 
shortshop on the diamond, he batted .456, with 10 HR, and 81 RBI. Jeff was a consumate 
winner asa prepsteras his teams combined for a 163-36 record with his presence. Eventhough 
he signed the richest contract ever of any rookie in the history of the NFL at $12 million with 
the Colts in 1990, he was considered just another college kid without a credit history because 
he was turned down when he applied for his first credit card! (His father had to co-sign before 
AT&T issued him the plastic.)

Ron's rapid improvement during his rookie season was evidenced when he received the 
starting nod in four of the final six games and responded with 29 tackles.

Last Season 


Bobby's successful 1993 season was capped off by his first invitation to the Pro Bowl. Hebert 
finished 3rd in NFL with a career-high 24 touchdown passes, which turned out to be the 4th 
highest total ever posted by a Falcons QB. He accumulated five, 3-TD passing games, and 
his 84.0 passer rating was a personal-best. His season began in the second half of the 
Saints game in Week 2 when he came off the bench to go 14 of 18 for 256 yards. One of his 
three touchdowns on the day was a 98 yard TD toss to Michael Haynes, but his heroics fell 
short in a close 34-31 loss on the last play of the contest. Bobby was named NFC Player of 
the Week for leading the Falcons over the Super Bowl champion Cowboys, completing 24 
of 32 passes for 315 yards and 3 TD's. He returned to familiar surroundings at the Superdome 
and completed a triumphant return by going 13-16 for a career best 81%, throwing two TD's 
in a 26-15 victory. After completing 21 of 29 passes, with two scores, to lead the birds over 
Cleveland following the Cowboys win, Bobby was ranked #2 in the NFL with a 100.0 QB rating 
after 13 weeks, He toughed it out the rest of the year with a bad elbow that required surgery 
in the offseason. He did go 24 of 39 for 290 yards and 3 TD's to help the Falcons edge the 
tival 49ers 27-24. In 12 starts and 14 overall games, he went 263 of 430 for 2,978 yards 
(61.2%), with 24 TD's, and 17 int’s.He put an exclamation point on his first Falcons season 
by pacing the NFC to a come-from-behind victory with two second half TD's in the Pro Bowl. 
Dr. Frank Jobe operated on Hebert’s right elbow to repair a frayed tendon on Feb. 8 and he 
began light passing in late May. Bobby was waived by the birds on March 30, but negotiated 
a one year deal on April 18.

Pro Career 


After a successful three year stint in the USFL with the Michigan Panthers and Oakland 
Invaders, Hebert became the second all time leading passer in Saints history in only seven 
seasons. As a Panther he defeated the Philadelphia Stars in the Championship game in the 
first season of the new league in‘83 by a score of 24-22. He moved on tothe Invaders two years 
later and guided them to the final game before bowing 28-24 to the Baltimore Stars in ‘85. In 
a Saints uniform, he leaves his name etched in the record book for passing yardage, attempts, 
completions, and touchdowns, while standing as the club's all time leader in passing % at 
58.5. He had a winning percentage of .653 as a starter, posting a 49-26 mark in 75 starts, 
including a 16-1 record against AFC clubs. He came back with a vengeance in ‘91 after sitting 
out ‘90 in a contract dispute, hitting on 60.1% of his passes, the 5th-best total in team history, 
to help the Saints win their first ever NFC West crown. The year before he set a single-season 
record with a 62.9% in ‘89, breaking Ken Stabler’s old mark of 61.9%, He guided New Orleans 
to their firsi ever berth in the Playoffs in the 21-year history of the franchise and the best record 
ever with a 12-3 mark in ‘87. 


Year-by-Year 


1992: Inhis seventh year with the Saints, Bobby threw for a career-high 3,287 yards, which 
was the 4th highest total by an NFC quarterback in ‘92, in leading New Orleans to the 
Playoffs with a 12-4 record. The 3,287 yards were the most by a Saints signal caller since 
Archie Manning in 1980. Hebert’s 249 completions out of 422 attempts and 19 touchdown 
passes were the second-best single season totals of his career. His 82.9 QB rating was the 
sixth highest in the conference and tied his previous club record established in 1987. The 
former USFL star carried an impressive 7.79 yards per pass attempt last season, which 
was the second-most in the NFL to League MVP Steve Young's 8.62, He threw 29 
completions for 25 yards or more and even had a personal best of 95 rushing yards. His season 
of big gamesincluded a career-high 355 yards on 19 of 26 attempts, with three TD's, at Phoenix 
in Week 7. In a showdown with the 49ers, he connected for 301 yards and a pair of scores on 
22 of 35 afternoon. Bobby's pin point passing enabled him to complete 78.9% of his throws (15 
of 19) at Detroitin Week 5, and he totaled 264 yards, including scoring tosses of 72and52 yards, 
in a Week 2 clash with the Bears. The strong throwing Cajun continued to get stronger as the 
season progressed tying a club record when he went three consecutive games (Week's 
10-12) without tossing an interception. 


1991: Besides his second straight season of completing 60% of his passes, he had 1,676 
yards and9 TD's in nine games. He suffered a sprained shoulder in the opener against Seattle, 
but toughed it out to still complete 18 of 29 passes with 226 yards and 2 TD's. The shoulder 
bothered him all season and he also played through a concussion and a bruise on the shoulder 
to help the Saints claim their first ever NFC Western Division title and another berth in post 


season. Against the Chiefs he hit on 70.4% of his throws (19-27) with 211 yards and a pair of 
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scores. After sitting out a game against the Buccaneers, he returned to the starting lineup and 
connected on 27 of 39 for 291 yards and 2 TD’s, with a season-long 65-yarder for a score. But 
he re-injured his shoulder against Chicago and was sidelined for six games. Once again, he 
returned with a hot hand, winning NFC Offensive Player of the Week honors with 320 yards in 
the air on a season-best 71.8% completion rate (28-39) on Monday Night against the Raiders. 
A solid first round playoff performance versus the Falcons saw him go 26 of 44 for 273 yards 
and a touchdown, but the Saints lost a 27-20 thriller. After the season he underwent 
arthroscopic surgery on his right shoulder. 


1990: Sat out entire year in contract dispute. 


1989: His single season club record 62.9% through the air also was second among all NFL 
starters. Bobby opened the season in high fashion by ripping the Cowboys defense, completing 
84.2% of his throws (16 of 19), the second-best mark in team history. His torrid pace continued 
the nextweek with a 71.9% accuracy rate on 23 of 32 passes at Green Bay. A careerday versus 
the Niners saw him establish new marks in attempts with 49, completions with 31, and yards 
with 308, His productive month of October won him the NFC Offensive Player of the Month 
award by virtue of his 98 of 154 totals (63,6%) for 1,396 yards, 10 TD's and only 4 pickoffs. He 
threw forat least 250 yards in the five games in October and enjoyed three, 3 TD affairs at Green 
Bay, the Jets, and at the Rams on the season, 


1988: Hebertstarted every game for the first time in his career, hitting on 58.6% of his tosses, 
for a then-personal-high of 3,156 yards, with a career-best 20 TD's to lead the Saints to a 10- 
6 mark. He broke Archie Manning's team record (of 78.6%) by completing 87% of his passes 
(20-23) versus the Broncos to gamer Offensive Player of the Week accolades in the NFC. He 
totaled at least 200 passing yards in eight games, acareer-best, and connected on atleast 50% 
of his throws in all but two games (both losses). A season opening personal best of four TD's 
vs, the 49ers, a 282-yard affair (23-32-1 TD) at Detroit, anda three TD day versus the Broncos, 
were season highlights. He was at the helm of an offense that ranked second in the League 
in average time of possession (32:38), 


1987: Forthe year, he finished as the highest rated passer of any QB in Saints history at 82.9 
to lead New Orleans to both their best record ever in franchise history and their first ever Playoff 
appearance. He also had only nine interceptions on the year, the lowest of any starter in the 
NFL, Hebert connected on 55% of his passes for the first time in his career in posting a 10-3 
record as a starter (including playoff game). He had consecutive games of over 250 yards vs. 
Bucs and Oilers (with three scores) and had an accuracy rate of 69.6% (16-23) in a season 
ending victory over the Packers. The Saints signal caller was in charge of an offense that was 
tops in the League in possession time (at 34:00). 


1986: After winning a starting spot in training camp, he was in the lineup for the first three 
games before breaking a bone in his foot at San Francisco. He spent the next six weeks on 
Injured Reserve and was activated but did not log any time until the final game of the season. 
Despite tossing only 14 aerials versus Green Bay, he connected on 76 and 84-yard passes. 
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1985: — Inhis first NFL season, he provided back-up help until Week 11. He led the Saints to 
a pair of Victories at Minnesota and against the Rams. The game winner vs. the Vikes came 
ona clutch 39-yarder to TE John Tice with only :50 seconds remaining and a 43-yard TD toss 
to Eric Martin broke open the Rams game. 


Notebook 


Bobby's 100th career TD pass came in dramatic fashion as he tossed a pass out in the flat to 
Deion Sanders who took it 70 yards for the score. His 98 yard hook-up with Michael Haynes 
in the first Saints contest was the longest pass play in the Falcons 28-year history.Hebert 
isa Cajun (a Louisiana descendant of Nova Scotia) from Cut Off, Louisiana (50 miles from New 
Orleans). He came off the bench in the first quarter to replace injured Billy Joe Tolliver at the 
Superdome in Week 8 to lead the birds over their bitter rivals in a emotional homecoming. The 
banner headlines in the Times-Picayune the next day read “Ettu Hebert? Bobby comes home, 
beats Saints.” Bobby's caring side was witnessed before the game in New Orleans when he 
visited with wheelchair fans on the sidelines. The “Cajun Cannon" earned his nickname while 
throwing strikes to Anthony Carter of the Michigan Panthers in the USFL.. He has always been 
known by his teammates as a “tough competitor and a fearless leader.” No more was that 
evident last year when he toughed it out to play with pain in his throwing elbow all season. 
Against Tampa Bay in a game in ‘89, he had three of his front teeth knocked out. Bul, he just 
stuffed a wad of cotton in his mouth and returned with his bloody jersey. In ‘87, he played most 
of the season with a knee so bad that it had to be drained before every contest and shot up with 
cortisone. But, he didn't miss a start (excluding three replacement games). He has survived 
eight concussions, six broken ribs, four knee operations, elbow and shoulder injuries 
to register 87 NFL starts out of 91 games played. Wherever he's been, he's always been a 
popular presence in the locker room. When he didn't play all of the 1990 season because of 
acontract dispute, his Saints teammates still thought he was partof the team so much that they 
invited him to their Christmas party. 


Personal/College 


Born on August 19, 1960 in Baton Rouge, LA, Bobby Joseph, Jr. led South Lafourche (LA) High 
School to the quad-4A state championship in 1977 from his quarterback position with a 12-3 
record. Hebert went on to Northwestern (LA) State University in Natchitoches, setting a schoo! 
record with 364 passing yards versus Texas-Arlington in a 1980 game, throwing to Mark Duper 
(Dolphins). He also rushed for 101 yards in that same game in a backfield that featured Joe 
Delaney (Chiefs). His 98-yard bomb is still the second longest in school history as he garnered 
second team Division |-AA All-America honors behind Neil Lomax (Cardinals) of Portland 
State. He hails from a college that also produced NFLers like John Stephens (Packers), Gary 
Reasons (Giants), and Floyd Turner (Saints), not to mention former players Jackie Smith 
(Cardinals), Sidney Thorton (Steelers) and Al Dodd (Saints, Falcons). Bobby juggled a wife, 
a daughter, and a football career while at Northwestern. As the story goes, it took the star 
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cheerleader six weeks to agree to go out with the star quarterback. And nine months after that 
first date, Bobby and Teresa, were married. Money was such a problem in college in the Hebert 
household that they once were forced to live off food stamps for four months. Instead of waiting 
for the NFL draft in ‘83, he signed with the USFL ($150,000) so he could put food on the table. 
Bobby grew up a big NFL fan watching the Saints play at old Tulane Stadium. He and his wife 
Teresa, who helps outs with his community affairs, have two daughters, Ryan (8-19-82) and 
Cammy (3-17-86), and a pair of sons, Bobby Joseph II! (2-9-89) and Bo Daniel (3-12-92). 
Hebert has been a winner at every level in high school, college, and in the pros (see graphic 
below).

* Returned after sitting out the entire ‘90 season and hit 60.1% of his passes, the 5th best 
mark in team history, in leading the Saints to NFC Western Division Championship 
for the first time EVER in team history in ‘91,

the Title in 1983 with the Michigan Panthers.

Last Season 


Craig Heyward gives the Falcons a bruising fullback to add to their wide open offensive attack. 
Heyward played in all 16 games in 1993 and started 15, after signing as a free agent with the 
Bears after five years in New Orleans. “Ironhead” rushed for 206 yards on 68 carries and also 
hauled in 16 passes for 132 yards. A “presence” in the backfield, Craig was an important part 
of the Bears pass blocking scheme as he fended off defenders for the quarterback. He carried 
the ball 13 times for 51 yards against the Giants in his best overall outing of the year. He 
received a game ball at Philadelphia for his 13 carries for 42 yards and a 12 yard reception.His 
longest rush of the year was a 12 yard jaunt versus the Packers and his longest reception was 
a 20 yard grab at the Chiefs. 


Pro Career 


Heyward has carried the ball 500 times for 2,019 yards for a 4.04 average in his six years in 
the League with New Orleans and Chicago, with 13 touchdowns. Inhis 82 games and 61 starts, 
he has also caught 83 passes for 620 yards and a score. He has gone over 100 yards rushing 
on three separate occasions in his career. 


Year-by-Year 


1992: He was third on the Saints rushing charts with 416 yards and also added 19 
receptions. He led the team in rushing vs Miami with 58 yards and vs Atlanta with 53 yards. 
Craig recorded a career-high 36 yards receiving on four catches at the Rams. 

1991: | Hewasin the starting lineup in the first game of the year but missed nine other games 
with various injuries. He finished third on the club with 280 yards and was secondin scoring with 
5 TD's. Heyward rushed 17 times for 72 yards and two scores against the Rams and 
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followed that effort with 72 more yards on 18 totes against the Vikings. 


1990:  “lronhead” paced the Saints in rushing with a personal-best of 599 yards. He 
exploded with 122 yards on just 19 rushes against the Bengals after gaining only 35 yards 
through the first seven weeks of the season. He bulled his way foracareer high 155 yards and 
two TD's the next week versus the Bucs, 

1989: He was second on the team with 183 yards and also caught 13 passes for 99 more 
yards. His best outing was a 47 yard game on 10 carries against the Jets. 

1988: Hestartedeightof the firstnine games as a rookie and it was highlighted by 109 yards 
on 11 carries, including a 73 yard run for first pro touchdown against the Raiders. He underwent 
knee surgery in the offseason after he sprained a knee and sat out four weeks at the end of the 
year,

Falcons defenders will be happy to see Heyward on the Ailanta sidelines fora change after 
he dished out plenty of headaches to them for five years while with the rival Saints. “Ironhead" 
has enjoyed some of his better games against the birds as he has posted personal bests in 
receptions. (5) and rushes (24). Craig almost signed with the birds last season after being 
wooed during the first year of the NFL's new free agency. The Saints were 15-2 in games 
when he carried the ball 10 or more times. He leftthe Saints as the club's ninthall time leading 
rusher with 1,813 yards. He heads into the ‘94 season with at least one reception in his last 
seven games. Besides his running and catching abilities, the bigblocking backis known around 
the League as one of the toughest players to get around before defenders can get to the 
quarterback. A back who possess extreme quickness and speed fora player his size, Heyward 
showed off these skills as he recorded the second longest run of the NFL season in 1988 
when he went 73 yards fora touchdown in a game against the Raiders.

Craig's outstanding college career left him second on the schoo's all time rushing charts with 
2,950 yards at Pittsburgh. During his productive junior season which made him an eventual first 
round NFL pick, he was second in the NCAA with 1,655 yards, with a 4.6 average, and 11 
scores. The consensus All-American runner gained over 100 yards in every contest including 
the Bluebonnet Bow! and ended up fifth in the nation with 1,853 all purpose yards. The three- 
year letterwinner was a workhorse during his last year al Pitt as he toted the pigskin 357 times, 
including at least 30 carries in eight games. He had a year of eligibility left when he decided to 
enter the draft early. A stellar prep performer, he was a unanimous USA Today, Parade and 
Bally All-America at Passaic (NJ) High. Craig William Heyward and his wife, Charlotte, have 
two sons, Cameron and Craig, Jr.

Last Season 


Pierce posted a career high 79 tackles (44 solo, 35 ast) in ‘93 despite playing the entire season 
with nagging injuries and receiving constant double-teams. Holtwas also the club’s top sack 
producer with 6.5 and added 23 QB pressures (third best) and a forced fumble to his totals 
in 15 starts. His year started quickly as he was in the Lions backfield all day, collaring a pair 
of sacks, 2 other QB pressures, and two tackles of Barry Sanders behind the line in the season 
opener. Against the Saints at home the next week, he compiled 9 tackles and a 1/2 sack of 
Wade Wilson, with 2 QB pressures. Pierce had 8 tackles vs Chicago, 6 stops, a forced fumble, 
and 2 pressures vs LA, anda season high 5 pressures at New Orleans. He recorded 6 tackles, 
a sack, and three other pressures in the rematch against his former team the Niners. Pierce 
fought through his injuries all season to play in every game. He was on the weekly injury list 
with a bad elbow, calf, groin, and sprained ankles, as well as bicep,shoulder, and back strain, 
not to mention a fractured cheekbone at May mini-camp. Throw ina turf toe, & right knee and 
hip setbacks, and you can start to see the picture of a battered, but not beleagured warrior in 
the trenches. 


Pro Career 


Holt is a veteran of 86 NFL games now and 69 starts. He was a big reason the 49ers were able 
to capture two Super Bowl crowns (1988-89) and three NFC West titles with a stellar 
defensive unit. With Pierce anchoring the line, the 49ers were in the top 10 every year in just 
about every category, His progression saw him go from an All-NFL rookie to Pro Bowl starter 
injustfive seasons, Asa rookie, he was part of a unit that finished 3rd in the NFL in total defense, 
3rd in rush defense, and 8th in pass defense, while holding opponents under 100 yards eight 
times. 


Year-by-Year 


1992: A Pro Bowl starter by a vote of his peers, he totaled a then-career high 55 tackles, along 
with 5.5 QB sacks, for 40.5 yards in losses. 
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1991: He ended up with 44 total tackles, with 35 solos and 9 assists, and 3 sacks, in 13 
games. Pierce registered a team high 9 tackles with a sack five yards behind the line at 
Minnesota but also injured his right knee and missed the Rams and Raiders contests. He 
returned to the lineup the next week versus Atlanta and recorded five stops. His othertop game 
was a five tackle, one sack effort versus the Bears. 


1990: Holt started all 16 games for the first time, finishing with his second best tackle total 
of his Niner career with 51 stops. A team-best seven solo stops at Cincinnati and a five tackle 
game at Atlanta were the highlights. He also added a sack and six tackles in post season play. 


1989: Pierce tied Charles Haley as the team sack leader with 11.5. In his first career start 
in the opener at Indianapolis he recorded three tackles. He was named NFC Defensive Player 
of the Week by virtue of his four-sack game versus the Giants. He set his then personal high 
with eight tackles, with an 11-yard sack, at the Jets. 


1988: The All-NFLrookiewas activated off|R (toe) on Oct. 24. His best outing was a two sack 
game at Phoenix and he had four tackles, one sack for a loss of 10 yards, and a batted ball 
versus the Raiders. 


Notebook 


Pierce became a Falcon when he signed a three year guaranteed offer sheet during his visit 
to Atlanta in the spring of ‘93 after rejecting overtures from his agent to visit some other teams 
first. Holt became the first Falcon in team history to own a guaranteed contract and at the time 
of the deal was the highest paid defensive player in the history of the NFL. Atlanta became the 
first team in the League to sign a Pro Bowl player to a restricted offer sheet under the new rules 
of free agency. Even though he enters his seventh year in the League, Holt is 32 years-old this 
season because he came into the NFLat age 26, the oldest player in the 1988 draft. A straight- 
shooting, down-to-earth Texan, the unprententious native of Marlin (TX) changes direction 
when he hits the field. He relies on a relentless attitude that separates him from the rest. For 
example, he fractured his right cheekbone in a non-contact drill during May mini-camp, going 
full steam during a team segment. Afterall, he was just doing what comes naturally, namely, 
giving a 110% effort all the time!

An NCAA Division II All-America for two years in 1986-87, Holt accumulated 106 tackles, with 


11 sacks, in his last year ina Rams uniform. Included in those totals were 13 tackles for losses 
and also 18 QB pressures. The NCAA Division II Defensive Player of the Year concluded 
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his fine senior campaign with eight games with 10 or more tackles. Pierce was recently named 
the Lone Star Conference Defensive Player of the Decade of the 80's. After playing one 
semester at Wharton County (Texas) JUCO, he moved on to Angelo State and in his first 
collegiate game recorded 11 tackles and a QB sack. He attended a Division |! school to 
circumvent the five-year eligibility rule. Holt also hit the books to earn academic All-America 
honors in 1986 and was presented with a degree in history and physical education. 


Personal 


Holt believes in the hard working, family values that he learned growing up in a small Texas 
town. He was taught this way of life in the rich, farm and cattle land of Rosenberg, Texas (pop. 
17,995), which is 50 miles from the Gulf of Mexico. His family had to fight their share of 
monsoons, hurricanes, and dry spells germaine to the area to make a living off the land. Holl 
is such a soft-spoken, humble person that you won't find him bragging about himself to the 
media, After holding several odd jobs after high school such as laboring ata car dealership, on 
a construction crew, as a mortgage company inspector, a newspaper delivery man, a mall 
Santa Claus, anda farmer, he decided to attend college. He hit the weight room and went from 
a 215 pound high school senior at Rosenberg Lamar Consolidated High School to a 250 
pounder in three years. The 22-year-old freshman followed his brother Ed's path, who worked 
himself into a NAIA Little All-America on a national championship team at Austin College after 
waiting a few years to enter college. The decision was made easier when his wife, Deana, also 
decided to enroll at Angelo State, By the time he was a senior the couple had two children and 
his younger teammates referred to him as “Coach Holt. Holt has a condition called amblyopia 
(lazy eye) that limits him to 10 percent sight in his left eye. He won the Pro Football Super Classic 
XIV Team Arm Wrestling Championships along with Wesley Walls in Las Vegas in June of ‘91 
going undefeated. He and his wife, Deana, have three children, daughters Ashley and Lauren 
Marie, and son Forrest, and they work on their ranch in San Angelo in the offseason.

Last Season 


The Falcons added a proven four-year NFL starter to their defense when they signed D.J. 
Johnson away from the Steelers on March 7. Johnson enjoyed another outstanding season 
in ‘93, helping Pittsburgh to their second consecutive Playoff appearance. D.J. picked off three 
passes for 51 return yards, registered 22 passes defensed,and had 62 tackles in 15 starts, to 
help the unit post the #3 ranked defense in the NFL. The 22 passes defensed were second 
on the team to Rod Woodson’s 28, but his two-year total of 43 was tops on club charts. His 
season of big games included 8 solo tackles, 2 passes defensed, and a pick vs Houston, 6 
stops, | theft,and3PD'svs Seattle, eightsolotackles vs LA Rams, 7 stops and aninterception 
vs Cincy, and 5 tackles and three PD's vs NE. His heroics were also witnessed in the last game 
of the year vs Cleveland as he made two game-saving plays atthe end of the contest on end 
zone passes intended for Michael Jackson to preserve a 16-9 victory. He played the entire 
game with a cracked rib. 


Pro Career 


D.J. has only missed just one game in his NFL career (1992 opener because of partially 
discolated shoulder), The dependable performer has started 61 out of his 79 games played 
after breaking into the lineup in his second season in ‘90. He had astreak of 48 straight games 
played (until Week 3 vs Bengals in ‘93). He picked off 12 passes and collared 248 solo tackles 
in his time in Pittsburgh. 


Year-by-Year 


1992: He switched sides to start 15 games at RCB after sitting out the opener due to shoulder 
injury. Through his solid play, which included personal high 5 interceptions, 56 tackles, and 
ateam-high 21 passes defensed, the Steelers captured the AFC Central Division title for the 
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first time in eightseasons withan 11-5 record. Inhisfirstaction onthe year, he stole two passes 
against the Jets. 


1991: D.J. finished with a personal seasonal best of 74 tackles (4th highest on team), 1 int, and 
1 FF from his LCB position. He amassed 9 solo tackles at Philadelphia to establish a career 
high. 


1990: He ranked second on the team with 69 tackles in 15 starts. He paced the club with his 
18 passed defensed. 


1989: The eager rookie ended up in second place on the Steelers’ special teams charts with 
9 stops as he learned the NFL ropes. 


Notebook 


Johnson may have been overshawdowed by the presence of star Rod Woodson on the other 
corner in Pittsburgh, but his skills are quite apparent to coaches and players around the 
League. He's considered a good bump and run corner who has the combination of size, speed 
and smarts. “When you talk about D.J., you're talking about a guy with smooth athletic ability,” 
said Falcons secondary coach Greg Brown. “We feel like he’s a guy coming into the prime of 
his career.” An articulate and sharp person, Johnson speaks to youngsters of all ages about 
the importance of getting along. He played at Kentucky with future NFLers Oliver Barnett 
(Falcons, Bills) Mark Higgs (Dolphins), and Mare Lagan (49ers). He made a big impression 
in his first NFL startin the second week of the ‘90 season against Houston when he intercepted 
a Warren Moon pass and returned it 26 yards fora touchdown. He also made his first NFL sack 
count as he forced a fumble at Cincinnati which teammate Jerrol Williams ran back for a score. 


Personal/College 


David Allen Johnson attended Male High School! in Lexington, KY, but lists Louisville as his 
hometown. He was an all-state DB and flanker, catching 26 passes for 415 yards and 7 TD's 
as asenior. At Kentucky, he was a three-year starter at LCB and was tabbed team MVP his 
last year, D.J. acquired his journalism degree from Kentucky.

Last Season 


Mike started every game for the 12th time in his career at his usual left tackle position. He broke 
Jeff Van Note’s record for games started as a Falcon with 226 in a Week 7 contest with the 
Rams. Kenn opened up holes for 10, 100 yard games for his Falcon teammates, including Erric 
Pegram’s 192 yard rushing day vs SF, Andre Rison’s 147 yard receiving game vs TB, and 
Michael Haynes 182 yard receiving outing vs NO. He was instrumental in the birds finishing 6th 
in passing offense, 11th in total offense, and 12th in scoring offense.His blocks enabled Bobby 
Hebert to throw for a career high 24 TD's, while allowing Pegram to end up with the Sth highest 
rushing total of any back in the League with 1,185 yards. For the third straight year, the Falcons 
boasted the top scoring tandem of receivers in the NFL with #78 in the lineup as Rison and 
Pritchard's combined for 23 scores.The 38 year-old Kenn was forced to miss parts of some 
games due to elbow, back, ankle and knee problems. 


Pro Career 


Kenn is just 11 games away from breaking Jeff Van Note’s team record of 246 games played. 
He begins his 17th season of service in 14th place on the NFL's all time list (see chart). There 
are only three offensive linemen in the history of the League to have played more games with 
ONE team than Kenn (Van Note - 246, Jackie Slater - 246, Mick Tinglehoff - 240), Mike has 
missed only 8 games in 16 years and five came during the 1985 season.He has performed in 
63 of his last 64 games since ‘90 and began his career with 90 consecutive starts (3rd best 
ever),Kenn only surrendered 1 QB sack the entire ‘91 campaign and he’s the only playerin club 
annals to play in all 6 Playoff games. A former NFL All-Rookie selectionin‘78, he hasbeen voted 
to five Pro Bowls. 


Notebook 


One of the oldest players in the NFL, Mikeis also one of the craftiest He should take advantage 
of the new NFL rule that allows linemen to start their stance 6 inches off the ball. In 1991, his 
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adept pass blocking enabled the Falcons to set a club record by allowing only 31 sacks in 531 
passing attempts. Mike is busy year-round with his new restaurant, “Rafters”, in Alpharetta, 
Ga. He has been a big player in the Atlanta community over the years. He was awarded the 
25th Byron Whizzer White Award presented by the NFLPA in 1992 for his community 
involvement. Mike helped raise funds for the Mike Utley Thumbs Up Foundation and is a 
spokesperson for TEAM Georgia (Techniques for Effective Alcohol Management). A winner 
of the ‘91 Peach of an Athlete award , he was presented a proclamation from the City Council 
of Atlanta for his work in raising over $450,000 for two paralyzed police officers, Richard 
Williams and J.J. Biello.

Last Season 


Lincoln worked his way into an All-NFL rookie for the Falcons last year, starting every 
contest at left guard. Kennedy opened holes for the #11 ranked Total Offense in the 
League and for a unit that also finished 6th in Passing and 12th overall in Scoring. The 
huge force on the line helped pave the way for Erric Pegram to gain the fourth highest 
rushing total in the NFL with his 1,185 yards and Andre Rison to record another 1,000 yard 
season, The Falcons also scored over 300 points for a 4th consecutive campaign (one of 
only six teams to do so). With Kennedy's adept pass blocking, the birds were able to finish 
second in the League in TD passes with 27 and boast two offensive Pro Bowlers in Rison 
and Bobby Hebert. 


College Career 


The highest rated offensive lineman in the 1993 draft by most scouts and reviewers, Lincoln 
Kennedy was the second lineman taken after Willie Roaf (of Louisiana Tech) who was selected 
a spot ahead of him. A surprisingly quick and agile performer for a player of his size ("He has 
the movement of a 240 pounder,” said Washington Coach Don James), Kennedy was a 
unanimous All-American last year and afirst team All-PAC-10 selection. A finalist for both the 
Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award, the physically imposing competitor averaged six 
knockdown blocks for a Huskies offense that scored a PAC-10 high 306 points during 
his senior season. The mammoth presence in the Washington trenches helped his school to 
a #1 ranking throughout the year and a berth in the prestigious Rose Bowl. He started four 
games at guard and four at tackle as a sophomore before anchoring the Huskie line in every 
game the past two seasons at lefttackle as the school posted an incredible 31-4 record over 
three years, Kennedy was a dominant drive blocker in the collegiate ranks, using his long arms 
to hold off opposing pass rushers, and was a huge reason the Huskies were able to capture 
the National Championship in 1991 with a perfect 12-0 mark. He was awarded the Morris 
Trophy as the top lineman in the PAC-10 following the ‘91 season and owns two Rose Bowl 
championship winning rings. 
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Notebook 


Lincoln is one of the most affable and articulate players in the Falcons locker room. He’s also 
a popular local speaker at area school's, espousing the virtues of staying in school. Itseemed 
funny that his listed position in collge was weak side tackle and weak side quard because you 
can take one look at the powerful player and understand there's nothing weak about him or his 
skills! “Little Linc’ (his mother gave him the nickname) debated entering the NFL draft a year 
earlier in 1992 but fortunantely for the Falcons he didn’t and they are now able to build their 
future line around he and Bob Whitfield. Kennedy toughened himself up by going head-to-head 
everyday in practice with the #1 overall pick in ‘92 in DL Steve Emtman. An intimidating sight 
in college was the big 335 pounder pulling around end looking to destroy would-be defenders. 
In fact, he knocked out two Kansas State players one afternoon on one play and the pair were 
carried off the field on stretchers. 


Personal 


Tamerlane Lincoln Kennedy was born on President Abraham's birthday on Feb. 12, 1971 in 
York, PA. His father, T.F. Kennedy, Sr. served over in the Middle East during Operation Desert 
Storm, while his mother, Hope, is an accountant. A highly recruited two-way star at Morse High 
School in San Diego, he was an honorable mention All-America by USA Today as well as all- 
state of California (LA Times), Super Prep All-America and All-Far West selection as a senior. 
Besides manning the offensive line, the three-year letterwinner registered 75 tackles andseven 
sacks as a defensive lineman. He even returned a fumble for a touchdown his last year as a 
prepster, He showed off his athletic ability by also starring on the basketball team and on the 
track team, Kennedy received his degree in Speech & Drama from Washington State and 
he played a chain-smoking teacher in a school play called, ‘Life of the Party.” He takes 
academics so seriously that he made a deal with his 14-year-old sister, Nykya, that if she 
maintains a 3,0 GPA throughout her high school career he'll present her with a check for 
$30,000 to be used for college, Considered a gentle giant because of his congenial disposition, 
this self-proclaimed “people person” was the Huskies’ most popular player last year by a wide 
margin, according to the Seattle Post-intelligencer.

The 38 year-young Matthews played in a productive 16 games for Cleveland, with 15 
starts in his 16th season in ‘93. He finished 5th on the club with 83 tackles, 5.5 QB sacks, two 
forced fumbles and an interception. Clay's best all around games were against the Oilers (7 
tackles, 5-yard sack of Warren Moon that caused a fumble), Bengals (two sacks, including 
forced fumble on David Klingler), and 49ers (three solo tackles, QB pressure, and pick). Against 
the Seahawks, he made playing in his 225th game worth remembering by collaring six tackles 
(three solos) despite receiving IV treatment for an infection in his elbow the night before the 
contest.

Clay joins fellow ‘78 draftee Mike Kenn 
as two of the more “experienced” players in the NFL. The prolific pair has combined to play in 
468 NFL games through 32 years. (See games played chart in Mike Kenn bio.) Matthews was 
drafted one spot ahead of his new teammate Kenn at 12th overall in that ‘78 selection meeting 
of NFL clubs. He hails from a football family that includes brother Bruce, a Pro Bowl guard with 
the Oilers, and father, Clay, Sr.,an end forthe 49ers four seasons. Heisaparinerina Cleveland 
based Pontiac Dealership aptly named Clay Matthews Pontiac, He recently finally decided to 
stop driving around in his 1973 Mercury Capri his wife Leslie bought him in high school. (The 
odometer stopped at 89,000 miles seven years ago!) 


College/Personal 


A Sporting News All-America and AP first team All-PAC 8 for two seasons, Clay patrolled the 
middle for the USC Trojans. He was a four-year letter winner who was voted captain his senior 
season. He eared his B.S. degee in business administration in ‘78 and is just a few hours shy 
of receiving his M.B.A. from USC (where he is carrying a 3.8 GPA). Clay was a schoolboy All- 
America asa linebacker an an All-State choice as a linebacker and running back. He averaged 
8.8 yards per carry as a senior prepster and rushed for over 1,000 yards. He also was a guard 
on the basketball team and tennis player.He once helped raise money for the Human Society 
by lending his name to the Bay Area (CA) Browns Backers fan club who held an “Evening with 
Clay Maithews”. An active father, he is a little league baseball coach for his son's and 
daughter's teams. He and his wife, Leslie, have five children: Jennifer Lynn (2/22/81), Kyle (5/

William Clay Matthews, Jr. and his family live in Los Angeles in the offseason. No linebacker 
in the history of the NFL has ever before played 16 seasons and Matthews will perform in his 
17th in 1994. Ted Hendricks, Jack Reynolds, Jack Pardee, Chuck Howley, and Ray Nitschke 
each played 15 years. Entering the ‘94 season, only potentially three active players: Kenn, 
Jackie Slater (18 years, 246 games), and James Lofton (16 years, 233 games) have played 
in more games than the venerable Matthews, In true Lou Gehrig-like form, he beat out Gerald 
Irons for the starting spot in 1979 and has gone on to start in 216 games.

Last Season 


David had the luxury of serving his NFL tutelage surrounded by what some called the finest 
group of receivers in the League in ‘93, with four-time Pro Bowler Andre Rison, Michael Haynes, 
Mike Pritchard, and Drew Hill. Mims suited up for 15 games and received two starts a year ago. 
He made his first ever NFL start pay off as he caught 6 passes for 44 yards, with a touchdown, 
on national TV against the Rams. The former Baylor star also had a pair of two catch outings 
each versus the Steelers and Bengals. He also returned a kickoff 22 yards in the Week 15 
victory over the 49ers and had a three yard carry at Houston in Week 14. 


College Career 


Mims was a tailback at Baylor leading his team as a senior with 518 yards. In 1991, he again 
paced the Bears with 852 yards on 148 totes, including a top game of 168 against Texas Tech 
and 103 against Texas. He averaged 6.6 yards per attempt as a sophomore. His four year 
college totals read 2,124 yards on 378 rushes, nine TD's, and 35 catches for 472 yards, and 
three scores. 


Notebook/Personal 


Although he was a running back in college, Falcons Head Coach June Jones thought Mims 
could make the switch to wide receiver in a wide open offense and he was right. David had 
an impressive training camp which included ending up fourth on the team's preseason 
receiving charts. He even grabbed a seven yard scoring pass from Bobby Hebert in the opener 
versus the Dolphins to further show how he was suited to the four wide receiver Falcons attack. 
Mims was excused for a few days during camp so he could be there for the birth of his first son, 
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Davidia James Mims Ill. Besides his obvious run-after-the-catch instincts from his days as a 
back, he showed his big play pass receiving ability at Baylor with his 80 yard touchdown catch 
vs Colorado and his 52 yarder vs Arkansas. David was team MVP as he led Daingerfield 
(Texas) High School to the class 3A state title in ‘85, while helping the school garner 37 victories 
and 2,567 yards rushing in his tenure As aseniorin high school, he tallied 1,402 yards, scored 
19 touchdowns, and added 1,165 yards, with 18 scores, as a junior, in a very prolific two year 
run,

Montgomery's season was cut short due to injuries but he is expected to vie for a starting 
position in the Falcons new 4-2-5 defense. Alton recorded four tackles in the opener at Detroit 
but suffered a right knee sprain in the game. He underwent arthroscopic surgery on Sept. 16 
and was deactivated for the next five games. His first action after surgery came in a Week 8 
NFC West showdown with New Orleans and he recorded 2 special teams stops. He was 
inactive from Weeks 13-15 with a hamstring pull. He returned to play in the last three games 
and finished the year with 6 tackles on defense and 7 more stops on special teams in 7 total 
games played, 

Pro Career 


Alton playedin41 games forthe Broncos, with 5 starts, backing up perennial Pro Bowler Steve 
Atwater and 13-year veteran Dennis Smith. Montgomery has provided a special teams spark 
every year he’s played as he was named Denver's Special Teams MVP in 1991. The first team 
All-NFL tookie played in 15 games, with four starts, in 1990, recording 37 solo stops, 16 
assists, two thefts and six passes defensed. He also averaged 20.4 yards on 14 kickoff returns. 
Inhis second season in 1991, he played in all 16 contests, while posting a team-best 11 special 
teams tackles, with four assists, seven knockdown blocks, and a fumble recovery. The former 
second round pick also ran back a career-high 26 kicks for 488 yards and an 18.8 average, with 
a long of 55 yards. His three long NFL plays are 66 (FR), plus 64 and 55-yard KOR's. 


Notebook 


Atlanta is looking forward to having Montgomery around for an injury-free year in ‘94. The birds 
were familiar with Alton since the 1990 draft when the birds tried to move up to select the 
talented DB in the second round. He had a tough, hard nosed reputation out of college. This 
aggressive defender brings a nasty on-field temperament into every game. Atlanta was also 
glad to add another Georgia product to the roster as the 26-year-old hails from Griffin. 
Montgomery anchored the secondary and Cortez Kennedy (Seattle) manned the line on the 


same formidable defense at Northwest Mississippi Junior College. Montgomery will never 
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forget the days when he had to walk or run to football practice in the summer before entering 
Griffin High School. Because he lived 15 miles from Griffin and school buses weren't running, 
he did whatever it took to get to football practice. Sometimes it meant missing one of the two- 
a-day practices, but his coach James Martin understood, Alton almost enlisted in the Navy 
instead of attending a junior college on a partial scholarship until he was offered a full ride at 
Northwest Mississippi. This hard-hitting Georgian grew up idolizing Ronnie Lott. NFL scouts 
still recall the hit he put on a player at the Senior Bowl practices that was shown repeatedly all 
week onthe local sports shows. The versatile secondary performerhas also playedcormerback, 
starting four games on the left side as a rookie. 


College 


Alton started two years at the University of Houston after transferring from Northwest 
Mississippi JC in Senatobia, 30 miles south of Memphis. He was a second team All-America 
and first team All-SWC selection as a senior, while being nominated for the Jim Thorpe Award 
as the nation's best DB, He garnered SWC Newcomer of the Yearhonorsin‘86 and intercepted 
nine passes in his first year at the JUCO level to win Freshman of the Year accolades. His four- 
year collegiate career included 17 interceptions, four fumble recoveries and seven QB sacks. 


Personal 


Montgomery isa product of the Peach State from Griffin, Georgia. He grew upinafamily of three 
brothers and three sisters. His mother didn’t want him to play football when he picked up the 
sport as a seventh grader, so his neighbors had to take him to practice and games. In only his 
third game, he tore cartilage and ligaments in his shoulder and almost quit the sport. Alton 
decided on continuing his college career at Houston because the Cougars were graduating 
most of their secondary. It only took two days of preseason practices for him to become the 
No. 1 strong safety. The team captain and defensive MVP at Griffin High lettered three tines 
in football and track and guided his senior team to a 12-1 record,

Last Season 


Erric burst onto the Falcons scene in dramatic and productive fashion when the club was 
looking fora player to assume a prominent rushing role. Pegram was given his chance in Week 
3 in a big game at San Francisco. To say he took advantage of the opportunity would be an 
understatement. Erric enjoyed the third best day ever in the 28 year history of the Falcons 
with 192 yards. His record breaking day included seven runs of 10 or more yards and two over 
20 yards, Pegram tried to best that mark with 180 yards on a personal high 37 carries at 
Cincinnati in Week 17. His other pair of 100-yard efforts came at LA with 128 and at New 
Orleans with 123. Erric’s 1,185 yards were good enough for Sth among NFL runners and it was 
the first time since John Settle in 1988 that a Falcons back had rushed for over 1,000 
yards ina season. The straight-ahead runner earned his yards for he had only 13 rushes of 
15ormore yards anda long of just 29 yards, His 4.06 rushing average was the 9th best mark 
inthe League and his 292 carries were tied for the 4th most (see charts on following pages). 
The versatile performer also registered 7 games where he combined for over 100 yards, 
including a balanced 166 (87 rush, 79 pass) against the Rams. His top pass catching game 
of the year was at Houston where he hauled in 6 receptions for a career high 94 yards.

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Pro Career 


Pegram’s 1,185 rushing yards in '93 were the 7th best season in club history and his top pro 
season saw him scamper for 85 yards or more on seven different occasions out of his 14 
games as a starter, (Quite a productive number!), His 212 combined yards at San Francisco 
was the 5th highest combined total in team annals, Erric eclipsed his entire two-year career 
rushing total of 122 yards in that one incredible 192 game vs SF. As a rookie, the North Texas 
State star made the final cut after a solid final game at Dallas, finishing with 71 yards. In his 
second game ever as a pro, he set a then personal high with 78 yards on 11 carries against 
Minnesota in Atlanta He ended up his initial campaign with a return trip to Dallas and 58-yards 
rushing in the last game before the playoffs. His first NFL touchdown was significant because 
his 4-yard scoring jaunt enabled the Falcons to come from behind and edge the Packers 35- 
31 in‘91. His 349 yards were third-best on the club's stat sheet, thanks in large part to 257 yards 
worth of kickoff returns. 


College 


A “Prop 48" signee at North Texas, Erric simply got better and better each year as he learned 
from position coach Ron Shanklin (former NFL’er with Pittsburgh). Enric led in both rushing (212 
for 957, 4.5, 5 TD) and receiving (56 for 444, 1 TD), while ranking second in the Southland 
Conference in both rushing yards and receiving. Heavily recruited by major schools, Erric 
decided on NTSU and got his studies up so he could participate. During his career that featured 
1,613 yards rushing (4.3 avg.) and 94 receptions, Erric turned on the jets fora 78-yard long TD 
catch anda 76-yard long TD run. Among his highlights was a218-yard rushing game (vs. Alcom 
State), an 11-catch game and a three TD game. 


Notebook 


Pegram’s busy ‘Day by the Bay’ last year was the most rushing yards ever by a 49ers 
opponent in their 48 year history. To put Erric’s coming-out-season into some kind of 
perspective considerthis point. He eclipsed his entiretwo-year career rushing total of 122 yards 
in that one incredible 192 SF game. Also, in one single game against the Rams in Week 7, he 
bested his entire two-year career receiving totals (which spanned 36 games) by merely 
catching 6 passes for 79 yards. The outgoing, fun loving player is known by his teammates as 
“Teen Wolf". In college, he went by the nickname of “The Doctor’ because of the way he 
operated on opposing defenses. This laid-back but confident person went fishing in Corsicana, 
Texas on the second day of the draft along with his position coach Ron Shanklin because he 
didn't think he was going to get selected. (He wasn't even invited to the predraft scouting Indy 
combine!) Even though Pegram's name was mentioned in the same breath with the likes of 
Barry Sanders, Thurman Thomas, Rodney Hampton and Barry Foster last year, Erric remains 
down to earth. He is one of the most popular players on the Falcons roster and will let out a 
loud dog-like bark on more than one occasion during the week. He's also carved an NFL niche 
asa “tough guy” forwhich he earned his stripes on special teams early in his career. ‘!'ve proved 
I'm a survivor." The Falcons. coaching staff convinced Pegram to give up his east-to-west, 
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lateral running style in training camp for a more north-to-south straight ahead style, and it paid 
dividends. His strengths are quick, sliding feet, and the ability to make would-be tacklers miss 
on the first hit. 


Personal 


Erric Demont spells his name with two rs because his folks wanted him to be similiar to his twin 
brother, Derric. As a prepster at Dallas’ Hillcrest High, he starred on the school’s track team, 
capturing a district meet in Dallas with a 10.35 clocking in the 100. He grew up in the West 
Dallas projects and his father Billy Ray taught him to stress the positives in life. A scholarship 
to North Texas State served two purposes: to get him out of the projects, but remain close to 
Dallas, so his folks could watch him play. Considered a “character” by his Falcons teammates, 
he lives up to that moniker by driving an old, big, black ‘71 Cadillacto practice every day. Football 
runs deep in the Pegram household as his brother was a standout at Prairie View.

Last Season 


Once again Jason had a strong preseason, ending up third on the club in receptions. But a 
sprained ankle in the preseason finale and the fact that the Falcons boasted one of the deepest 
receiving corps in the NFL kept Phillips on the sidelines. He was declared inactive in 9 out of 
the 16 games. A 15 yard catch in the Cardinals game was his only reception, but he did return 
a pair of kickoffs for 38 yards, including a 29 yard long vs the Rams. 


Pro Career 


Phillips came to Atlanta as a Plan B free agent. He has played in 55 NFL games now with his 
27 in Atlanta and 28 in Detroit. Head Coach June Jones was aware of his talents because he 
had worked with Jason in Detroit. A 10th round choice of the Lions in ‘89, Jason totaled 30 
receptions for 352 yards as an NFL rookie. When he was given a starting nod in the final five 
games, he took advantage of the opportunity, finishing with 21 catches for 256 yards. His career 
in Detroit also included a 10-catch day (for 115 yards and a 55-yard score) against the 
Buccaneers thatis still in the Lions’ record books. In Jason's second season in the Silver Stretch 
offense he snared eight passes for 112 yards. 


Notebook 


The native of Houston, Texas is used to catching footballs, and a lot of them, since his college 
playing days ina wild run-and-shoot offense. At the University of Houston, Phillips grabbed 234 
passes from Heisman Trophy winning QB Andre Ware. Jason was the first receiver in 23 years, 
and only fourth in NCAA history, to lead the nation in receiving two straight years (108 
in ‘88 and 99 in ‘87). He moved on to the pros in a similar offense in Detroit and was snatched 
from the list of Plan B free agents by Atlanta because of his knowledge of the passing system. 


College 


Jason became the first receiver in NCAA history in 23 years to lead the nation in receiving two 
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straight years. He only played at Houston for those two years but he managed to leave with five 
Southwest Conference records: career receptions with 207, single-season receptions with 
108, receptions in a game with 16, yardage with 1,444 and TD's in a season with 15.

16 games for each team, this record will forever stand atop of the NFL record 
books for fewest points allowed in a 14-game season.

Last Season 


No player in the history of the NFL has caught more passes in the first 5 years ofa career 
than Andre Rison. The prolific wide out has totaled 394 catches in 5 years to ouldistance 
Sterling Sharpe's previous mark of 389. Leading the club for the fourth straight season in 
receiving with 86 receptions, “Showtime” tied for an NFL-best with a career-high 15 touch- 
downs and amassed a personal-best 1,242 yards. His reward for another outstanding season 
was a fourth straight trip to the Pro Bowl. Rison's season of stellar performances included 
tying a career best with 11 receptions for 147 yards (5th best ever) and two TD's against the 
Bucs. He also collected 100-yard games vs Detroit (6-106-1), LA (5-120-1), and SF (6-107- 
2). Inthe first match-up at San Francisco, he tied a personal-best with 3 TD's and posted three 
other games with 2 scores apiece. ‘Dray’s long catches on the year came from 53t, 50, 47, 42t, 
32 and 31 yards out. He missed most of training camp in a contract dispute and signed a two 
year deal on August 18. 


Pro Career 


Besides catching the most passes by any player in the first three, four, and five years in the 
League, Rison has also been one of the most consistent performers game-by-game. Heis third 
behind only Sharpe (5.2) and Rice (5.1) in average catches per game in a career (5.0) He is 
averaging 10.4 touchdown catches per season for his career, which is second behind Rice’s 
13.1 average in NFL history. He is also second to only Sharpe when you compare average 
catches per season (see charts). Andre and Rice are the only players to have registered four 
consecutive seasons of 80 or more receptions and 10 or more TD's. Rison is only 18 
receptions and 891 yards away from Alfred Jenkins’ club records as he already holds 
team marks for overall TD's and he is the only Falcon to ever total four straight seasons of 10 
or more TD’s receiving and 50+ catches,

Valuable Player award of the 1994 Pro Bowl. Andre received the honor by catching 6 passes 
for 86 yards, with a long of 32, including a spectacular, over-the-shoulder catch, going out of 
bounds from Bobby Hebert.

College 


Andre left Michigan State with a school record 146 receptions for 2,992 yards and 20 TD's. 
hard to find a more competitive person in the NFL as he's played through a number of nagging 
injuries, but never sitting one out due to injury. 


His record-breaking 1986 campaign established new MSU marks with an all-time season-best 
54 catches and 966 yards. He is familiar to Georgia fans because he sliced through the Bulldog 
secondary for nine receptions for an eye-opening 252 yards with three scores in the Gator Bow! 
as a senior. He was at his best when facing the best as he boasted a 30.1 yards per catch 
average in three Bowl games, Rison’s other top collegiate perfarmance was an 11-catch, 196- 
yard receiving day against Indiana as a sophomore to set another mark. He accepted a 
scholarship to Michigan State so he could play basketball and he goton the hardwood fora total 
of 24 games for the Spartans under coach Jud Heathcote, He also ended up second in the 
conference long jump with a leap of over 24 feet. 


Personal 


Andre Previn was reared on the tough streets of Flint, Michigan. His mother Merdice was the 
main parental figure in his life and she remains his biggest supporter today. Music is part of his 
lineage as was named, Previn, after a well-known composer and pianist. The former No. 1 draft 
pick played an amazing EIGHT different positions on his high school football team (WR, RB, 
QB, TE, S, CB, P, K). He was also an All-state punter and was named to Street & Smith's 10- 
year All-Anniversay first team as a defensive back. An all around athlete, he once doubled as 
a pitcher and outfielder on a touring national championship AAU team in Fairmont, West 
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Virginia. Rison was an all-state point guard at Northwestern High, leading his team to a 55-1 
record as the school's all time assist king with 636. He continued his love for hoops by seeing 
action in 24 games for Jud Heathcote at Michigan State, playing with Steve Smith (Miami Heat) 
and Scott Skiles (Orlando Magic). Andre's plush 15,000 square-foot house at the Country Club 
of the South that included 7 bedrooms, 6 fireplaces, a game room, and a 24-track recording 
studio was destroyed in a fire on June 9.‘Dray collects cars like he collects touchdowns and his 
latest prized possession is a new, white, convertable Porsche 911.

Last Season 


The much sought-after addition of savvy 11- year veteran Kevin Ross provides the Falcons with 
another “experienced” starter of 144 NFL games on a revamped defensive unit. He will be 
looked to as the Falcons “quarterback” of the secondary, lining everybody up in position on 
each play. Ross made a successful switch from the corner, where he earned two trips to Pro 
Bowl, to free safety in mid-season and finished second on the Chiefs with 102 tackles, including 
a team-best 70 solo stops. The hard-hitting leader of Kansas City's secondary also chipped in 
with 2 interceptions, 1 forced fumble, 1 fumble recovery, 6 passes defensed, and even a 1/2 
sack. Kevin started the first seven games on the year at RCB, then moved over to FS the rest 
of the season when Marty Schottenheimer was looking for more production out of that spot. 
Production is exactly what they received from Ross who helped shore up the secondary and 
boost the Chiefs to their first AFC West crown since ‘71 en route to their fourth straight Playoff 
berth.His top games in '93 actually came after he made the switch to safety as he registered 
8, 10-plus tackle games, with a season-high of 11 at Raiders, and 10 apiece vs Chicago and 
San Diego.A hip pointer forced him to miss his only regular season start, but he returned for 
the Playoffs. 
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Pro Career 
The tough, hard-nosed performer has averaged an astounding 82.6 tackles per season in his 
nine-year career and those numbers are even more incredible when you consider that he made 
most of his tackles at cornerback! The Pro Bow! selection in ‘89-'90 and first alternate in ‘91, 
has totaled 572 solos out of his 826 tackles, grabbed 30 thefts, recovered 12 fumbles, forced 
44 fumbles, scored 5 TD's, andrecorded 3sacks, in 151 games played. He's had2, 100+ tackle 
seasons, and four occasions where he's amassed 90 or more stops, Kevin has scored five 
touchdowns in four different ways via 2 interceptions, a fumble retum, a blocked field goal, and 
a blocked punt return.His 99 yard interception return for a score in 1992 was the third-longest 
ever in KC history.A dependable player, he’s only missed seven games in his long career. 


Year by Year 


1992: A 16 game starter, he ended up with 58 tackles (44 solos), one pick, 11 passes 
defensed (2nd on team), 2 FR’s, 1 FF. Because of his excellent coverage skills he was rarely 
challenged on the commer. When they did, he made them pay, as evidenced by his 99 yard TD 
reiurn in the season opener against the Chargers. 

1991: A first alternate to the Pro Bowl, Kevin started 13 out of 14 games played (ankle injury 
kept him out of others) and managed 68 tackles (54 solos), and a theft. He added three tackles 
in the Playoff win over the Raiders and seven solo stops against the Bills. 

1990: Ross’ Pro Bowl season included a team leading 5 pickolfs and 14 passes defensed.He 
was second among all DB's with his 64 tackles. He was tabbed AFC Defensive Player of the 
Week (3) as he played a part in three turnovers in a 17-3 victory over Packers with an int, FR, 
and FF on the Chiefs one-yard line. Kevin enjoyed his 4th, two interception game of his career 
when he hauled in two of Dave Krieg’s passes at Seattle. In the Miami Playoff contest, he 
amassed five solo tackles. 

1989; Kevin joined fellow teammate Albert Lewis as the starting corner tandem on the AFC 
Pro Bowl team forthe first time. The All-AFC choice tied forthe club lead with his four thefts and 
carried the outright team title for solo stops with 57. He had seven tackles and a pick vs San 
Diego and six stops and a stolen pass vs LA Raiders. 

1988: Another oustanding season saw him establish his second highest total with 99 tackles. 
He collared two, double-digit tackle games and at least seven games with at least eight tackles. 
He had a season-high 13 stops (10 solos) at NY Jets and 10 tackles at Seaitle. 

1987: Hesharedthe team’s interception crown with three ina strike yearand was knotted with 
Lloyd Burrus for the top tackling total among the secondary with 58 tackles. His best game was 
a two interception and 10 tackle effort versus the Raiders. His second theft in that contest came 
with 1:00 left and the Chiefs only up 16-10, Ross celebrated his third career TD in high fashion 
when he returned a blocked field goal 65 yards at Cincy. 

1986: An all-around outstanding season witnessed four picks, a team best 3 FR’s, and 93 
tackles.The 93 stops were the most by any corner in the League. A special teams star he 
deflected a punt, tackled a punter before a kick, retumed a fumble kickoff 21 yards for a score 
in a 42-44 win over Chargers, and finished with 16 stops. 
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1985: Kevin set a personal high with 111 tackles, ending up second on the team behind Pro 
Bowler Deron Cherry.His busy season included three games of 10 or more tackles, He had his 
first two theft game ever in the opener at New Orleans. 

1984: Ross earned a starting spot as a rookie after a strong training camp.He had a career 
high 6 interceptions (third best rookie tolal ever by a Chief) and 98 tackles to win a spot on 
virtually every All-Rookie team. The team presented him with the Mack Lee Hill Award as the 
club’s top first year player. The 98 stops were the most by a Chiefs rookie since 1978 (Gary 
Spani 144 & Art Still 120). 


Notebook 


The rugged, aggressive Ross has been desribed as a guy who plays with a linebacker's 
mentality. Translation... Kevin Ross loves to hit people! The compact 5-9, 185 pounder goes 
by the aptly termed nickname of ‘Rock’. think the key is when you are small, you can't play 
timid,” he said. “You've got to try to give the blow, instead of taking the blow."! try to go after 
people because | know they are going to be coming after me." He has proven to be a smart, 
heady player over the years, who doesn't back down to any challenge. As a rookie, he was 
beaten by Steeler receivers John Stallworth and Louis Lipps for 280 yards. After the game, he 
stood and answered all of the media’s questions and proclaimed, “This will never happen 
again!" The following week, Ross recorded 10 tackles, forced a fumble, recovered another 
fumble, and broke the jaw of Bengals wide out ssac Curtis with a crushing blow. In his first game 
at free safety last year (al any level), he was an instant success coming up with an interception, 
five tackles, and another pass defense in a victory over the Packers. He went on to become 
the defenses leading tackler the rest of the season from his new position, Kevin actually tried 
to persuade the Chiefs to move him to safety in training camp in order to get Dale Carter more 
action on the field .But Kansas City waited until a 30-10 loss to Miami in Week 9 to make a 
secondary change.In 1990, Ross played a partin 11 tumovers with his five interceptions, three 
fumble recoveries, and three forced fumbles.His first ever NFL pick resulted in a 71 yard 
touchdown against the Raiders in his second pro game.A consumate winner, Ross brings a 
championship aititude to the birds as he has competed in the Playoffs for the past four seasons 
and started in the AFC title game in ‘94.

Mike Ruether continued to be a versatile influence on Falcon fortunes in 1993. He performed 
inall 16 games, mostly asa tight end in short yardage situations and on special teams. His most 
extensive action of the year came at Washington as he lined up for three quarters as an extra 
tight end when the birds went to a run oriented type attack. Ruether played in his 100th NFL 
game versus San Francisco in Week 15. 


Pro Career 


Ruether was signed as a Plan B free agent in 1990 due to his versatility on the line. He is now 
a veteran of 103 games in the NFL and 37 more via the USFL. In 1991, he displayed his 
durability as he lined up as right guard, left guard, center and even started at tight end. His six 
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total starts that year represented an NFL career best as he helped the Falcons to their first post 
season Playoff appearance in nine years. After astint with the LA Express, Ruether signed with 
the Cardinals on Sept. 30, 1986. He competed in 22 games for the Cardinals before being 
traded to the Broncos on Aug. 19, 1988 in exchange for Ricky Hunley.

Tony's terrific second season saw him lead the NFL in kickoff return average for most of the 
year and post the second most yards ever in a single NFL game, while combining for over 
1,000 return yards. Smith finished with a 24.9 KOR average on the year, which was the third 
best mark in the League, by running back 38 kicks for 963 yards, He boasted 4, 100+ combined 
return games, highlighted by a 249 yard effort on 6 returns (fora 41.5 average) on MNF against 
the Steelers. Only Wally Triplett of Detroit had a better day returning kickoffs as he 
totaled 297 vs LA on Oct. 29, 1950. Smith’s solid season of returns also included a 141 yard 
day against Tampa and a 105 yard outing versus the Rams. 


Pro Career 


Smith's rookie season in '92 saw him finish second on the team with 329 rushing yards, with 
two touchdowns. His 3.8 rushing average was also second behind only Steve Broussard's 4.3. 
He ended up with 40 yards on only three carries in his pro debut against the Jets. Smith's 81 
yards on just 10 totes in the win over the Patriots was his best of the season and included a 29 
yard TD jaunt. He showed off his talents as a returner, piling up 172 yards on seven kickoffs 
and 155 more on 16 punts. His longest returns on the year came versus the Rams in Week 9 
with a 60 yard KOR and a 45 yard punt return. Tony also registered a 38 yard KOR vs. 49ers 
and a 30 yard PR vs. Patriots.

Explosive Tony averaged 110 yards per game as a senior and averaged 5.1 yards every time 
he carried the ball for Southern Mississippi. The dangerous returner scored two touchdowns 
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each via punts and kickoffs while holding a 26.6 KOR and 12.1 PR career averages. His 
impressive college resumé included long touchdown runs of 81 yards (rushing), 82, 80 
(kickoffs), and 63 and 45 (punt). By the time the talented runner's Golden Eagle career was 
over, he accounted for 3,887 all-purpose yards with 17 TD's. Smith ended his college career 
by winning the MVP award for his outstanding play at the Senior Bowl with 72 yards on 12 
carries.

Smith will be remembered by Falcons fans for taking the club's first handoff in the inaugural 
game of the George Dome and rambling 32 yards (for the the birds longest run of the season) 
against the Jets. Tony's senior season in college was so successful that he actually averaged 
more yards per game (164.6) than Desmond Howard (159.0), who captured the Heisman 
Trophy. Smith became only the fourth player ever in Southern Miss history and the first since 
Louis Lipps of the Steelers in ‘84 to be selectedin the 1stround of the NFL draft. Onthe strength 
of his senior season, he was the second running back chosen in the entire draftbehind Tommy 
Vardell of Stanford who was chosen by Cleveland Browns with the ninth pick. The Falcons, 
ironically, used the draft choice they obtained by trading another Southern Miss product, Brett 
Favre, to the Packers in order to select Smith. He joined other prominent USM players in the 
pros like Ray Guy and Hanford Dixon.

Last Season 


Jessie experienced another solid season anchoring the Falcons defense for the fifth straight 
season with his usual team high of 185 tackles. Tuggle also registered over 100 tackles for 
the 6th straight year. After missing all of the preseason in a contract dispute, he started the 
opener at Detroit and delivered 10 tackles, two for losses. The “Hammer's” top outings were 
against: Phoenix with 17 tackles, Los Angeles with 15 stops (10 solos), Cleveland with 14 
tackles, including 13 solos, New Orleans with 13 stops, and San Francisco with another 13 
tackles. plus a sack. He also had plenty of big hits in the upset of the Cowboys, including a 
viscious blow to QB Bernie Kosar that caused a fumble. Jessie reported to the Falcons on 
August 28th after sitting out the preseason trying to get his contract renegotiated. 


Pro Career 


Tuggle recorded his 1,000th tackle of his career in Week 8 against the Saints. Three weeks 
later, he led the team with 12 tackles anda sack in his 100th NFL game at Los Angeles. Jessie 
is the NFL record holder for career fumble returns for touchdowns with four. He established 
the record when he picked up a botched field goal attempt at New Orleans in 1992 and found 
his way to the end zone from 69 yards away. A two-time NFL tackling leader (1990-91), he 
was voted as a starting inside backer for the NFC in the ‘92 Pro Bowl. His streak of consecutive 
games with 10 or more tackles was stopped at 31 against Washington (6 stops) last year. He 
had playedin 75 straight games over five seasons before missing the Redskins contestin Week 
2in‘92 due to viral meningitis (non-bacterial). Tuggle is the only Falcons player in team history 
to register over 200 tackles in a season in consecutive years (1990-91). He has the most solo 
tackles of any Falcons player over the past five seasons (587) and has averaged on amazing 
10.4 tackles per game in his career.

1992: The first time Pro Bowl starter paced the club in tackles for a fourth straght season

with his 193 stops. He dropped 10 pounds due to a bought with viral meningitis which put him 
in Piedmont Hospital for the Redskins game. Jessie had a personal seasonal best with 10 or 
tackles in all 15 games played. 


1991: Heled the NFL in tackles again by posting a career-high 207 in being named to Sports 
Illustrated's All-Pro team. Jessie was named NFC Defensive Player of the Month of December 
with his 49 tackles, 1 FR, and his first NFL theft. He continued his “Hammer’-ing of opponents 
inthe playoffs with a team-high 31 total stops. His top efforts were a 22 tackle day (second-most 
ever) vs NO and 19 stops at Dallas, His busy season also included an 18-yard fumble return 
for a TD against the Raiders. 


1990; Jessieled the NFLin tackles with a then personal best of 201 as he helped the Falcons 
record the lowest per rush average in the League at 3.3. He was the first Falcon to total over 
200 stops since Buddy Curry's 229 in 1983. Tuggle was second on the club with 5 OB sacks 
and finsihed in double digits in tackles 11 times. His 24 tackles set a personal high against the 
Bengals and included a streak of 10+ tackle efforts in eight consecutive weeks. 


1989: — Inhisfirst full season asa starter, he collared a club-high 183 stops trom the inside and 
paced the team in tackles in 10 out of 16 games. 


1988; He developed a reputation around the League by dealing out vicious blows in a 
sophomore campaign that included his first 100-plus tackle season. Jessie started 8 out of his 
16 games played and recovered a fumbled punt return for his first NFL TD at the Rams, while 
chipping in with 17 tackles and a blocked field goal. 


1987; As arookie, young Jessie played in 12 games, with four starts, and impressed with 
plenty of hard hits. He made the roster as a free agent after a strong camp.

Notebook 


Every year the “Hammer’ dishes out some of the most brutal hits in the NFL and ‘93 was no 
different. Running at full speed towards a scrambling Bernie Kosar, Tuggle hit Kosar with his 
shoulderand the force of the blow knocked the Cowboy QB out for a play and the ball flew 10 
yards sideways to the Dallas sideline. The birds landed Tuggle by a stroke of fortune through 
a conversation between then Valdosta State head coach Mike Cavan and a Falcons assistant 
atan offseason banquet. Because of the conversation the Falcons' interest in the local product 
piqued to the point where they had thelr eye on him during the ‘87 draft. When he went 


undrafted, Atlanta jumped at the opportunity to give Tuggle a chance, and the rest has been 
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history in the making. Jessie was the Falcons choice for the 1993 “Man of the Year” because 
of his community involvement. He donated $25,000 to Valdosta State so the school could 
establish a scholarship fund. In return for his genorosity, his alma mater renamed their weight 
room in his honor as all of their athlets now work out at the “Jessie Tuggle Strength and Fitness 
Complex”. Tuggle is only the second linebacker in Falcons history to be voted to the Pro 
Bowl (Tommy Nobis was the other in 1972). 


College 


Jessie received the ultimate compliment when his #88 jersey was retired from Valdosta State 
last year. He left as the Blazers record holder with 340 tackles. A Gulf South Conference 
selection for three years, Jessie helped guide his team to a 9-2 mark as a senior as he ended 
up afine collegiate career with 129 tackles (nearly double as many as any player on the roster). 
A four-year starter, he was the conference's Defensive Player of the Year. 


Personal 


Jessie Floyd, Jr. was the middle child of six brothers and sisters to Jessie Floyd, Sr. and Ada 
Tuggle of Spalding, Georgia. The team’s Most Valuable Player during his senior campaign at 
Griffin High School on the gridiron, he also was a standout on the baseball team. Tuggle grew 
up cheering for the Falcons so he's a natural fitin the black and red of the birds. Jessie hasn't 
felt the need to venture outside the state lines during his football career as he went to high 
school, college and into the pro’s without leaving the Peach State borders. He and his brother, 
Michael, were the football players in the Tuggle household and older brothers, Frank (Army) 
and Ray (Marines), answered the call to the military. You can believe after taking one look at 
Jessie that he’s one of the strongest players on the team and one of his hobbies is weightlifting. 
He boasts a 500 pound bench press and has been a dedicated weight lifter since high school. 
Jessie, along with Scott Case and Moe Gardner, helped raise more than $30,000 to aid Saint 
Joseph's Mercy Care and help the city's medically underserved. The trio and their wives were 
the spokespersons fora project which brought in pledges (from 25 cents to $100) for every QB 
sack by the defense. Tuggle also traveled to Nashville, TN in the off-season to be a featured 
speaker in front of 5,000 youngsters in the state on behalf of the G.B.|, at the Governors 
Conference for a Drug Free Tennessee. Jessie's wife, Dujuan, is the newly elected president 
of the community active group, the Falcons Player’s Wives Association. He and his wife were 
one of the finacial sponsors for this years “Starlight Foundation" dinner as he bought a wish for 
aterminally ill child. He also earmarked his charity contribution from the “Man of the Year” honor 
to the parks and recreations programs of his hometown of Griffin. The Tuggles and their 
daughter Jessica Dujuan, and son, Justin, reside in Alpharetta, GA.

Last Season 


Darnell made steady progress in his first season in the pro’s. In his first NFL start in Week 7 
vs the Rams on national TV, he was a big reason the Falcons earned their first victory of the 
year. Walker picked offa pair of Jim Everett passes, knocked down two other passes, recorded 
aseason high 6 tackles, including 5 solos, and even chipped in with a special teams tackle. The 
next week at New Orleans he stole another pass from Wade Wilson in his second straight start. 
In the rematch with the Rams in Week 11, he broke his personal best by collaring 7 tackles and 
three passes defensed, but had to leave the game in the second half due to a bruised knee. 
His starting nod against the Rams began a string of 8 consecutive starts (Week 7-15) for the 
rookie from Oklahoma. Darnell finished with 49 tackles, three interceptions, and 13 passes 
defensed. He played with a heavily wrapped fractured right thumb suffered in the Week 2 Saints 
contest for the first part of the season and he was deactivated for a week against the Niners 
because of the injury. 
College Career 


A first team All-Big 8 conference choice and honorable mention All-America last year by 
Associated Press and Football News , Darnell Walker was the defensive co-captain for the 
Sooners of Oklahoma. He tallied 11 interceptions in his career to end up tied with Sonny Brown 
in 9th place on the school's alltime charts. He paced the always-tough Big 8 in passes defensed 
in ‘91 and earned the conference's Defensive Player of the Week accolades. Darnell cracked 
the Sooners starting lineup in ‘90 after transferring from Coffeyville JUCO and went on to 
become a heavy contributor as a three-year starter. 


Notebook/Personal 


The scrappy and heady Walker will be able to tell his children about his memorable pro football 
debut where he intercepted a pair of passes, playing alongside Deion Sanders, in front of a 
nationally televised audience. He setup two of the Falcons touchdowns with his picks, with the 
last leading to the game winning catch by Andre Rison in the close 30-24 win. His performance 
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was even more remarkable when you consider he had practiced all week at right corner, only 
to start the game on the left side. He collected his third theft in two games at New Orleans the 
following week. Darnell could also brag about his three passes defensed against the eventual 
Super Bowl champion Cowboys and Michael Irvin and Alvin Harper. He was forced to redshirt 
his first season at the JUCO level because he weighed only 140 pounds but he added 20 
pounds to his frame before the next season and became a starter. In his first game as a Sooner, 
he made 4 solo tackles and returned an interception 19 yards against UCLA. The Liberal Arts 
major was a football and track competitor at Sumner High in St. Louis, Missouri. He showed 
off his speed by winning the national AAU title in the 800 meters. A religious person who 
keeps a copy of the New Testament in his locker, he lives in Duluth with his wife, Debby.

Last Season 


Bob stepped into a starting role at right tackle for the Falcons and started every contest for 
ihe first time. He opened holes for a 1,000 yard runner in Erric Pegram (5th in NFL) and 
two Pro Bowlers in Bobby Hebert (career-best 24 passing TD's) and Andre Rison (career- 
best 15 TD's). With Whitfield helping to bolster the line, the birds offense ended up ranked 
12th in scoring, 6th in passing, and 11th in total offense. The Falcons also were 7th best 
team in the NFL in time of possession ai 31:23 and scored over 300 points for the fourth 
straight season. Bob only missed two plays all season (one vs Redskins, one vs Cards) 
out of a possible 1,035 total offensive plays to grade out 99.8% for the season. 


Pro Career 


The former #1 pick played in 11 games for the Falcons during his rookie season in ‘92 with 
most of his time coming on special teams. But after Mike Kenn’s early knee problems 
forced him from the Saints game after only three plays, Bob took over in his first extensive 
action lining up against perennial sack specialist Pat Swilling. Whitfield didn’t back down 
though, and lived up to his billing as the nation’s top offensive lineman coming out of the 
‘92 draft by shutting down Swilling without a sack the entire game (36 plays). 


Notebook 


Even after playing one season in 1992, big Bob was still the second youngest starting 
player on any NFL opening day roster in 1993 (behind Drew Bledsoe of Patriots by 4 
months). He applied for the NFL draft in ‘92 after his junior season so he was still 20 years- 
old when he played in his first NFL game. He became only the fifth lineman in the Falcons 28- 
year history to be chosen in the first round (behind George Kunz in ‘69, Mike Kenn in ‘78, Bill 
Fralic in ‘85 and Warren Bryantin ‘77). The improving Whitfield relies on his long arms, superb 


range, but most importantly; excellent technique. Sack specialist Pat Swilling of the Lions said 
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it best when he noted, “When he reaches his peak, | don't want fo be around!” When Vikings 
Head Coach Dennis Green was hired as the new boss at Stanford the first person he called 
was a coveted prized recruit named Bob Whitfield. (Green didn't even call his own wife first!) 
He was the highest Stanford player drafted (8th overall) since John Elway was the No. 1 pick 
of the Baltimore Colts in ‘83. He was tabbed as the next coming of perennial Pro Bowler 
Anthony Munoz out of the draft by many draft experts. 


College 


The consensus junior All-American tackle led the Cardinal to an 8-3 record and a Bow! bid in 
his final season at Stanford. A starter for three seasons, Bob was a two-time finalist forthe Vince 
Lombardi Award and also a nominee for the Outland Trophy as the best linemen in college 
football. During his final season, the 290 pounder bulldozed holes for “Touchdown” Tommy 
Vardell, helping Stanford post big victories over top 20 teams like Colorado and UCLA, while 
the offense averaged almost 400 yards and 32 points a game. In his sophomore season, 
Whitfield gamered second team All-America honors and All-PAC 10 accolades by not allowing 
a sack all season for a unit that averaged 384 yards per outing. He was the only sophomore 
nominated forthe Outland Trophy out of the 14 finalists. He was afforded first team freshman 
NCAA All-America honors as a 17-year-old starter. 


Personal 


The affable gentle giant was the Gatorade Circle of Champions California state Player of the 
Year in 1988. He is a product of the rugged streets of south side Los Angeles. Paris, his older 
brother, directed him away from the gangs. (Doas|say, notas! do!) The quick witted, articulate 
athlete is very sensitive to his neighborhood roots as he worked on a program for underprivi- 
leged children in the crime area of East Menlo Park in East Palo Alto clase to Stanford. His 
mother, Eartha, is his biggest fan and she moved ino his Alpharetta home with him last year. 
She's still pushing Bob to finish his Economics degree from Stanford and he says he will 
someday. Eartha was a big part of Whitfield’s decision to turn down the likes of Notre Dame, 
Michigan and Miami to stay closer to home. His father, Bob, Sr., a regional manager of a food 
services company, died of a heart atlack when he was inthe 10th grade. He didn'tbegin playing 
football until the 9th grade at Banning High School in Carson, CA. He began asa6-4, 270 pound 
defensive lineman, but was soon changed to offense ater literally breaking the legs of a few 
ballcarriers. He guided his prep team to an 11-3 record and a berth in the city of Los Angeles 
finals, all the while being on the school's honor roll.

He 
was also one of the strongest players on the roster and he was named to Muscle & Fitness 
Magazine's All-NFL first team. He left college with virtually all of Washington’s weight lifting 
marks among offensive linemen. Zandofsky went on an NFL goodwill tour along with Junior 
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Seau in ‘92 to Japan. He also went to Armed Forces bases in Japan to promote the League. 
He is only two quarters away from receiving his undergraduate degree in sociology. An all- 
around athlete, he was all-league first basemen in high school.

Michael Leslie was born on Nov. 30, 1965 in Corvallis, Oregon. He was a three time All-PAC

FALCONS TRAINING COMPLEX 


The Falcons year-round home is a first-class Complex located off 
I-85 in Suwanee, GA. Completed in August of 1978, the facility provides 
all the needs for the players, coaches, & administrative personnel. This 
will be the 17th season for the Falcons here, with Training Camp 
operating here for a 16th consecutive year. 

Included in the spacious 28,060 square-foot, two-story, red-brick 
building are the locker-room facilities, a training and rehabilitation room, 
a renovated weight room, the equipment room, player meeting rooms, 
coaches’ offices, scouting room, film/video library and all the club’s 
administrative offices (except ticket office). There are'six and a half acres 
of land available for practice fields. The lake out front of the Complex is 
used to recirculate water for the fields. 

Construction began (more than 150,000 cubic yards of dirt were 
moved) on April 3, 1978, and was completed less than five months later. 
The club's administrative offices had been housed at the Atlanta Fulton 
County Stadium with summer camps in Greenville, S.C. (Furman 
University campus). This facility in growing Gwinnett County is 
approximately 30 miles northeast of downtown Atlanta, off Exit 44 of I- 
85. 


Adjacent to the practice facility are the Falcon Inn (a Best Western 
chain) and Conference Center and The Complex Club. The 104-room 
mote] houses the players and provides the meals during camps and is 
also open to the public. The Complex Club is a health and racquetball 
facility available for player use and is a public-member club.

The skills that made Bert Emanuel a high second round draft pick were on display in the 
competitive SWC for two seasons. Take a look at some of those attributes which will help make 
the switch to NFL wide receiver easier for this talented performer. 


* Athleticism: A smooth and fluid all-around athlete, he set a Rice single season rushing 
record for a quarterback one season,while of course leading the team in passing for two 
seasons, He possesses extremley quick feetand establisheda record 36,5inch vertical leap 
at UCLA, while also winning the Texas state high school long jump title with a leap of 
25-3 1/2, He was also drafted by both the Blue Jays and Pirates for his baseball potential. 
“Without question, Emanuel is the most exciting player in the Southwest Conference,” said 
Baylor coach Chuck Reedy last year. 


* Speed: This speed merchant boasts a 4.32, 40 yard time, and clocked a 10.44 100 meters 
once. He's so fast and smooth he makes it look effortless the way he can run by people. He 
sped by defenders to record a 50 yard TD vs Texas and 57 yarder fora score against Duke.An 
elusive runner, he amassed 1,156 yards on the ground with 11 TD's. "You've got guys with 
speed and you've got burners. He's in the burner category,” said Texas A&M coach R.C, 
Slocum. 


* Substance: A member of the National Honor Society, he graduated high school with a 
3.9 GPA, An Electrical Engineer & Business major at Rice, his father works for NASA. The 
diligent worker juggled two sports (spring football and baseball) and a full academic load in the 
springs, often times beginning his day at 5:00 AM and ending at 10:00 PM. He was the first 
quarterback in 29 years to lead the Owls to a winning record. This bright and intelligent 
athlete is dedicated to learning the Falcons wide open offense. 


Year-by-Year 


1993: An All-American choice by Footbal! News, he completed 118 of 204 passes (57.8%) 
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for 1,521 yards and 12 TD's. His 12 TD tosses tied Randy Herel ('78) forthirdon Rice's season 
record chart behind Michael Calhoun and Tommy Kramer with 21. He finished second on the 
teams rushing charts with 476 yards and four scores on 144 carries. His best game as a runner 
was an 105 yard efforton 15 totes, with one score, against SMU that also included a pair of TD 
passes. He left as the school’s seventh all time leading passer. 


1992: A consensus All-SWC selection, he was also named the Conference's "Newcomer of 
the Year’, Bert moved into the starting quarterback slot the third game of the year and finished 
4th in the nation in QB efficiency at 139.2, The agile runner set a Rice record for QB's with 680 
yards and seven TD's on 163 carries (4.2 avg). He racked up 109 yards rushing on 21 attempts 
with 7 & 10 yard scores in a 28-13 victory over SMU. His top overall game was versus Houston 
where he totaled 233 yards passing, with 3 TD’s (12-22), and added 75 more yards on the 
ground on 14 carries. 


1991: He was forced to sit out the season due to transferring from UCLA, . 
1990: He saw limited duty af UCLA, rushing twice for a loss of 11 yards. 
1989: Asafreshman, he was redshirted. 


Notebook 


Bert impressed NFL scouts at the Senior Bowl in Mobile, Alabama when he worked out as a 
wide receiver all week, Emanuel's potential at wide receiver reminds Falcons officials of another 
prospect at that position whom the team drafted #1 in 1990 in Mike Pritchard (although 
Emanuel has more speed that Pritch!) Pritchard played mostly slot back at Colorado and had 
tohave on-the-job training to learn the wide receiver position in the pro's (and he wound up with 
201 catches). “/ think have the maturity to make the switch," he said. “It's nota natural position 
YET, but | know | have the discipline and the skills io succeed.” Bert's cousin, RB Aaron 
Emanuel out of USC, was drafted by the Giants in 1990. He signed on to play at UCLA out of 
high school because of the pro style offense. After redshinting his first season at UCLA, he was 
edged the next year by Tommy Maddox (Broncos) and decided to transfer to his hometown at 
Rice. He chose Rice because of its engineering school and the fact that his parents could go 
watch him play. He was totuted as the best all-around athlete to enroll at Rice since King Hill, 
athree-sport letterwinner in football, basketball, and golf, inthe mid-1950's who was the NFL's 
top draft choice in 1958. Although he saw limited duty at UCLA, he was still talked about as 
he set new school QB records with a 36 1/2 vertical, 41” three-step vertical, 10.42 horizontal 
and 31’ triple horizontal leaps. Emanuel was known at Rice as a tough, smart and heady player, 
"| think probably the poise and toughness he showed in defeat against a great, nationally 
ranked defense of Texas A&M gave him more confidence than any win,” said Owls Head 
Coach Fred Goldsmith. Bert's outstanding atheltic ability was witnessed on the Owls baseball 
team for two years, which led him to be drafted by the Pirates June of '92 and he also picked 
by the Blue Jays out of high school. He lettered two times for Rice as an outfielder and 
designated hitter. In 1993, he batted .313 with 18 RBI's and showed his power by hitting three- 
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SS 
run homers against Stephen F. Austin and Southwestern Louisiana. He flashed his speed by 
stealing 8 bases out of 10 attempts. He played briefly in ‘92, notching a hit and a stolen base 
against powerhouse Texas in the season's final game. 


Personal 


Bert Tyrone was born in Kansas City, Missouri to Ervin, the Director of Flight Safety at NASA, 
and Marilyn, a Marketing Manager for Houston Celluluar. He was named to the USA Today's 
second team high school All-America team from his quarterback position at Langham Creek 
(Texas) High. He was even tabbed as the best QB in the state by Texas Football Magazine.He 
passed for 1,947 yards, with 19 TD's, and ran for 676 more yards during his senior campaign. 
He totaled 5,240 yards worth of offense as a prepster (2,185 rushing, 3,055 passing), with 55 
TD's (18 rushing, 37 passing). The versatile athlete averaged 15.4 points per game and 6 
rebounds a contest for two years on the school’s hoops team and was a pitcher and 
centerfielder on the diamond.He first realized how fast he really was in grade school when he 
beat the rest of his class in the 100 yard dash by 25 yards, wearing warm-up pants. He has one 
brother, and one sister, and is engaged to Terry Smith of Houston.

Ahard-hitting corner with exceptional speed (4.38), Anthony Phillips is also a strong, physical 
specimen who was a Kodak and Associated Press Little All-America for a two time Division 
|| Playoff team. The All-Lone Star Conference selection for two straight years was the 
Defensive Back of the Year inthe conference in ‘93, while leading the Javelinas to the Division 
\l semifinals. He totaled 71 tackles, with 48 solo stops, seven interceptions, and 20 passes 
defensed, in his two year career. A dangerous return man, he averaged 50.2 yards on six 
kickoffs, with a 99-yard touchdown, as he racked 301 yards worth of returns during his 
successful senior season. With his rare combination of size and speed, Phillips is described as 
a comer who plays off blocks well and excels in playing the bump and run.

1993: The strongside comer registered 34 solo tackles out of his 44 total stops, while picking 
offfour passes and knocking down 12 others while helping his team toa perfect5-0 conference 
mark. He opened the year with 3tackles anda 88-yard kickoff return vs Southwest Texas State. 
He had a pass theft and a 41 yard kickoff vs Sam Houston State and posted 4 solo stops with 
a pair of passes defensed in a 26-10 win over Abilene Christian. In the season finale, he 
collared 7 tackles and a returned a kick 99-yard for a TD in a 16-7 victory over Angelo State.In 
the NCAA Division | Playoffs against Portland State, he registered 5 solo tackles, witha 15 yard 
inteception return to help the Javelinas advance.He closed out his outstanding career with 5 
stops, 2 passes defensed, and a fumble recovery in a semifinal loss to North Alabama.

Anthony hasa strong track background in college andat the high school level, which has helped 
him becomefaster on the football field. He was named tothe NCAA Division II All-Americateam, 
running the anchor on the school’s National Champion 400 meter relay team (39.36). He 
captured the Lone Star Conference 100 meter title and was third in the National meet with a 
best time of 10.04. He used his blazing speed and quickness to record a 99 yard kickoff return 
for a touchdown that Javelina fans are still talking about today. Anthony fielded the ball on a 
bounce at the one yard line from the Angelo State kicker. He began left, but then cut across the 
field to this right. He followed his blockers to midfield and then picked up a crucial block and 
then relied on his speed to outrun the rest of the pack to the goal line. The return covered 25 
seconds! Phillips is following in the footsteps of the most famous defensive back to ever come 
out of Texas A&M Kingsville (formerly Texas A&l) in Darrell Green of the Redskins. There have 
been several other Javelina products to make it in the NFL including DL John Randle 
(Minnesota), FB Heath Sherman (Philly), RB Johhny Bailey (Arizona), Mike Dyal (San Diego), 
DB James Jefferson (Seattle), and OL Earl Dotson (Green Bay), 


Personal 


Anthony was an All-District and All-State of Texas selection out of Galveston (TX) High School. 
He also was afforded the same honors on the track. He lists his mother, Avis Phillips, as the 
most important person in his life. One of the main reasons Phillips chose to transfer to Texas 
A&M Kingsville was because of the amount of players that have gone on to the pro’s. He's 
calculated all of his moves intent on getting on opportunity to be another ‘Darrell Green’. 
“Everything I've done here, and everywhere else, has been to get to that goal and that's to get 
to the pro’s,”he stated.

Perry Klein showed off his quick release and strong arm for C.W. Post in New York city by 
throwing for 3,757 yards, completing 248 of 407 passes, a 60.9% completion rate, with 38 
touchdowns. The elusive, mobile QB also picked up 295 more yards rushing and scored three 
times. He established new school records along the way for passing yards, total offense and 
touchdowns in a season. He also set a Division | mark with his 4,052 total yards, a 405.2 
average per game, and 375.7 yards passing per contest. Klein's terrific season saw him throw 


for over 200 yards in seven consecutive games, one shy of the Division II record, and his 9.23 
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yards per pass attempt was just percentage points (.04) away from another Division II mark.|n 
an incredible performance, Perry hit on 31 of 44 passes against Salisbury State for an eye- 
opening 618 yards and 7 touchdowns ina 45-18 victory. 


Year-by-Year 


1993: In a season of impressive outings, he began the year by completing 22 of 50 passes for 
361 yards against Wagner. From there, he continued to flash big numbers. He collected 417 
passing yards on 28 of 43 attempts, with 5 TD's, in a 38-34 win over Rowan. He was named 
ECAC Player of the Week fora 409 yard passing day versus Marist. Perry garnered the same 
honor again this time for connecting on 35 of 47 passes for 520 yards and 6 TD’s, plus he 
added 2 more scores on runs of 1 and 31 yards against Gannon. He closed out the year 
by hitting on 25 of 42 attempts for 458 yards and 4 scores, including bombs of 62, 47 and 41 
yards vs Alfred. 


1992: As a reserve signal caller for California, he came off the bench against Purdue, San Jose 
State, and Oregon State. He completed 21 of 34 passes (61.8%) for 258 yards on the year. 
Klein threw for 138 yards on 12 of 16 attempts (75%) against Purdue and hit on 6 of 9 passes 
for 72 yards versus Oregon State. 


1991: He saw limited action at Cal, attempting only 8 passes. He completed alll 3 of his attempts 
for 24 yards and ran for a 4 yard TD against Pacific. 


1990: Although, he was second on Cal's depth chart, he only threw the ball 13 times after 
redshirling in 1989. His first career pass completion went for a first down as he tossed a 17 
yarder vs Wisconsin.

Perry achieved a once-in-a-lifetime performance in a high school game that people are still 
talking about on draft day ‘94. The accurate passer completed an unbelievable 46 of 49 
passes for 562 yards and six touchdowns against Jordan High School. June Jones simply 
said of the performance. “That's not easy todo EVEN when you're just throwing against air!” 
Klein has racked up quite a bit of frequent traveling miles during his athletic career. He attended 
three high schools in his last two years at the prep level, then transferred across the country 
some 3,000 miles last year, going from California to C.W. Post in Greenvale, NY. After going 
through coaching changes and coaches’ decisions to go with an older player and then a 
younger player, he decided to leave Berkeley after six games in the fall, He attended Santa 
Monica City College and worked for his father selling computer components to retail stores out 
of the back of his jeep before the East coast came calling. Despite playing at a virtually 
‘unknown’ school al C.W. Post, there wasn’t anything ‘unknown’ about his performance on the 
field last year that NFL scouts didn’t notice. His six touchdown outburst on the heels of 520 
passing yards came againsta Gannon team that entered the game having shut outits lastthree 
opponents and was leading Division Il in scoring defense. Klein and company erupted for 55 
points in less than three quarters against a Gannon defense that “threw everything at us.” Perry 
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drove all the way to C.W. Post from California in his 1986 red Montero Jeep that has 130,000 
miles on the odometer (dispelling the rich kid from Malibu rumor) to continue his NFL dream. 
He was the third QB taken in the draft behind Heath Shuler and Trent Dilfer. He was successful 
atboth Carson High School and at Pacific Palisades where he was a All-America choice, while 
being recruited by over 100 colleges. This big signal-caller, who stands 6-2, 218 pounds, won't 
have to look up to the rest of his mentors as he’s in the same size class as Jeff George ( 6-4, 
218) and Bobby Hebert (6-4,215). 


Personal 


Perry was an All-State of California selection in addition to his All-American honors as a senior 
at Carson High. He was rated the best quarterback prospect in the nation by USA Today as 
heled his team toa 12-1 record and the state title, completing 90 of 125 passes (72%) for 1,637 
yards, 17 TD's, and just three picks. He also rushed for 235 yards, with four touches. Klein 
grabbed Player of the Week accolades by the LA Times after he hit on 13 of 15 throws ina 55- 
7 rout of Banning High in the city championship game. At Palisades High in his junior campaign, 
he threw for 3,899 yards on 319 completions out of 488 attempts, with 37 scores. The versatile 
athlete was also an All-City choice in volleyball at Carson and was a member of the Junior 
Olympic team in the summer of '88. His parents, Diane and Danny Klein, knew they had an 
athlete in their family when four year-old Perry was caught doing double flips off the high diving 
board of their pool. Perry's uncle, Arnold, played football at Southern Cal and won a World 
Arm Wrestling championship in the 60's. Despite his parents owning a home in Malibu that's 
two houses away from movie stars Kurt Russell and Goldie Hawn, he didn't grow up a rich kid, 
“My dad never had anything and that's the way I've been brought up, to work for everything | 
get.” His father bought two acres of farmland in the mountains of Malibu where a young Perry 
grew up helping raise the three horses, goat, cow, rabbits and the chickens. The family sold 
the farm when he was in the eighth grade andthe Kleins moved tothe other side of Pacific Coast 
Highway.

The Falcons tabbed a local product from nearby Georgia with their second pick in the fourth 
round. Mitch Davis was a standout outside linebacker for the Bulldogs who totaled 241 tackles, 
134 of them solos and 16 for losses, 27.5 QB sacks for a minus 148 yards, 3 forced fumbles 
and two recovered fumbles, with one interception, during his career in Athens. The two-time 
All-SEC first team choice started every game for Georgia over the past two seasons. Davis 
garnered two awards in college as he was tabbed the Most Improved Player on defense as a 
junior and the Most Promising Sophomore. Mitch will rely on his aggressive and instinctive 


nature to make the move to inside linebacker in the pro's.

He was in on 7 stops, a 3-yard sack 
of Heath Shuler, and two pass deflections vs Tennessee. In a 52-37 defeat of Texas Tech, he totaled

Mitch experienced an agonizing two days during the NFL draft before he was chosen by his hometown 
team. His friends threw him a draft day party and after he wasn't chosen on the first day, he decided 
to walk home alone from the restaurant (which was about a mile) to think about his future. For the first 
time in his life, this devout christian questioned his faith. After proclaiming himself “emotionally drained’ 
from the experience, he collected his thoughts and decided to make the best of the situation. Athis draft 
day press conference a thankful Davis said, ‘! know | can achieve. It might take time, but believe me, 
(will be successfull” Davis was the 37th ranked linebacker prospect out of the southeast by an Atlanta 
paper out of high school and was named to USA Today’s 1989 All-USA team. He chose Georgia over 
his home state Crimson Tide of Alabama and had to put up with a lot of offseason ribbing when Alabama 
won the National Championship in 1993. Davis was a two-time candidate for the Dick Butkus Award 
given annually to the best linebacker in the country and he missed out on being the school's all time 
sack leader by just two sacks.

Mitchell Lestrow Davis was bom on July 7, 1971 in Mobile, Alabama. He played defensive tackle, end 
and linebacker for C.F. Vigor High in Mobile, recording 87 solo stops out of his 144 tackles, He also 
contributed 15 sacks, five thefts, two fumble recoveries, and nine pass deflections as a senior. The all- 
state honoree asa high schooler took an unusual path towards a college degree choosing a Family and 
Consumer Economics major. He and his consumer economics class took a trip to Washington last 
summer and it was then that he decided he would like to manage his own business someday. When 
asked what he would like to be remember for after his college career was over, the affable Davis 
surprised some people by his answer. ‘It's much more important to me what people think and remember 
about what | did off the field rather than on the field,” he said. “I just came to school, did my work in the 
classroom, and didn't get into any trouble. On the field, | was someone that played hard and played with 
excitement.”

College Career 


Harrison Houston brings solid credentials to the Falcons wide open offense after playing for a 
consistent winner at Florida. Houston finished as the 7th all time leading receiver in terms of 
yards in school history with 1,781, ended up 10th on the Gators ledger for receptions with 101, 
and was third on the all time list for touchdown receptions with 19. The second team All-SEC 
choice last year leaves as the most prolific kickoff returner in school annals with a record 22.5 
average, boasting 54 returns for 1,216 yards. Harrison hauled in 64 passes for 1,115 yards for 
a 17.4 average and 11 touchdowns over the last two seasons in Gainesville.

1993: He started every contest for the Nationally ranked Gators, except for the Vanderbilt 
contest, and snared 35 passes for 643 yards (most in career), with 7 TD's.

13 passes for 149 yards and rushing 133 times for 939 yards, with 12 TD's. Houston weighed 
only 150 pounds when he signed on to play at Florida, but bulked up as he matured. Harrison 
Shapual was born to Santelia Houston in Pensacola on Jan. 26, 1972.

He was acquired by the Falcons in May of 1987, and he has been in charge of the last seven 
drafts. With over 30 years of experience in the National Football League, Ken's career resume 
began as a player with the Raiders organization. Under then-coach Al Davis, Herock broke 
into a starting spot as a tight end and went on to play five years with the Raiders from 1963- 
67, He played with such names as Hall of Famers: George Blanda, Fred Biletnikoff, Art Shell, 
Jim Otto, and Willie Brown, One of the highlights of his career was competing in Super Bowl 
ll with the 13-1 Raiders against the Green Bay Packers. After he left the Silver & Black, he 
became the first tight end in Cincinnati Bengals history in 1968 under coach Paul Brown. 
When he hung up his cleats, he made a natural transition into coaching and scouting for the 
Raiders. He earned the title of Director of Player Personnel in 1975, Herock was selected as 
Tampa Bay's first Director of Player Personnel in 1976.

President and he will serve in that role for his fifth campaign. He and his wife, Barry, reside in 
Duluth, GA. One son, Shaun, who recently graduated from Richmond and was an offensive 
linemen for the Spiders, is a scout for the Packers and their eldest son, Kenny, lives in Tampa. 
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When June Jones III was named the Falcons 10th Head Coach in their 28 year history on 
January 24, 1994, the organization knew what type of football coach they were getting. Jones is a 
no-nonsense coach who possesses one of the brightest and astute football minds in the game today, 
Considered a “players coach", he’s already made some tough decisions in the offseason that have 
left his mark on the 1994 Falcons. 

The 41 year-old has experienced being part of winning programs all throughout his football 
career as abotha player and coach. He guided Portland State to consecutive 8-3 records and was 
team captain during his collegiate days. He was also a member of the Falcons first ever Playoff team 
in 1978, which won a Playoff game for the first time in team history. His pro playing career also 
included winning a Grey Cup title. 

As a coach, he helped the Houston Oilers to three straight Playoff berths with a high scoring 
offense and in his first year back in Atlanta in ‘91 saw the birds advance to the post season for the 
first time in nine seasons. Before those successful stints, he helped the Houston Gamblers of the 
USFL to a Central Division championship with a 13-5 record and then built the #1 offense for a 
Western Division titlist with the Denver Gold. 

Since becoming the architect of the Falcons offense as Assistant Head Coach in‘91, Atlanta 
has broken numerous team records and consistently finished 1st or 2nd in the NFL in touchdown 
passes over the past three seasons. His offenses are one of only six teams to score over 300 points 
in each of the last four years. But in his first press conference as Head Coach Jones emphasized 
the need to improve the defense if the Falcons were to make it back to the Playoffs. And he’s done 
just that with the trade for Chris Doleman and key free agent signings of Kevin Ross and D.J. 
Johnson.

June III spent some summers and offseasons learning about the family business and June's 
brother is still a stock broker. June and Diane happily welcomed June Jones IV to the family May 12th. 

Growing up in Portland, Oregon, June naturally was a 49ers fanas a youngster. An all- 
League choice in three sports at Grant High School he helped his basketball team to a State title. As a 
senior pitcher, he faced a cross town rival high school that featured future Atlanta Brave Dale Murphy. 
He accepted a scholarship to nearby University of Oregon with intentions to replace future NFL Hall of 
Famer Dan Fouts. Another would-be starter who also had those same ideas was current Redskins Head 
Coach Norv Tumer. He transferred to Hawaii when it didn’t work outand he eventually transferred again 
and found his niche at Portland State under Mouse Davis. 

Golf has always been an interest since he took up the sport at the age of nine. Besides 
playing in a variety of charity tournaments, over the past four years he has lent his time and energy to 
the June Jones Golf Classic, which benefits Camp Best Friends in Atlanta. He toured and played the 
best courses in Scotland this past spring. 

A devout Christian, he’s a family man who enjoys his private time. The quarterback he 
backed-up for most of his career with the Falcons, Steve Bartkowski, remains a close friend. June lists 
former longtime Redskins and Rams coach George Allen as the person he would most like to meet and 
the best advice he ever heard was simply, What you give will grow, and what you keep will fade away.

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The NFL awards a franchise to 4)-year-pld Rankin M. Smith, Executive Vice President of 
Life Insurance Company of Georgia, for $8.5 million. At the time there were 14 NFL 
franchises in existence, 8 AFL clubs. Officially, Atlanta became the 23rd professional 
football club in existence, the 15th in the NFL prior to the merger of the Leagues. 


“Five Smiths, Inc.” is registered as the corporate nama for the Atlanta franchise. It is so 
named for Rankin Smith's five children: Rankin, Jr,, Carrol Chnstine, Dorothy Ann, Taylor, 
and Nancy Karen. 


The listed stockholders of the franchise included Lindsey Hopkins, Jr,, Howard Dobbs, Jr. 
Cody Laird, Jr, |. M. Sheffield Ill, Dorothy Laird Williams, W. Barrett Howell, and M. E, 
Kilpatrick, 


“Falcons” was suggested by many, with reasons from a school teacher from Gnifin, Georgia 
singled out. Miss Julia Elliolt said: "the Falcon is proud and dignified, with great courage and 
fight. It never drops its prey. |t is deadly and has a great sporting tradition.” A loga was 
designed by Wayland Moore Studios. 


Halfback Bob Paremore and split end Gary Barnes, who had been in the NFL with the 
Cardinals and Bears, were the first (wo players to sign with the Falcons, 


With the first pick in the entire draft, the Falcons chose Outland Trophy winning Linebacker 
Tommy Nobis from ihe University of Texas. After being drafted also by Houston of the AFL, 
he chose the Falcons on Dec, 14 and signed a contract. As the Falcons got two choices in 
each of the first five rounds, OB Randy Johnson of Texas A&l was the other first round pick 
by Atlanta, All told, the Falcons gained 25 players in the 20 round draft, the last one being 
defensive back Bob Rigagle from Penn State, Nobis is the club’s Director of Player 
Development, while Riggle served 21 years as a team scout, 


In seven weeks, the Falcons sold 45,000 season tickets surpassing the previous NFL best 
of 26,000 by Minnesota. Those tickets sold for $6, with club level seats costing $10 a game. 


Norb Hecker, 39, left the Green Bay staff of Vince Lombardi to accept the job as the Falcons 
first head coach, He was with Lombardi seven years as they won three world lifes and four 
conference lites. Gene Cronin, |he Director of Player Personnel, deserves the distinction of 
being the first member of the Falcon organization named by Mr, Smith. 


Allotted three picks from each of the 14 other NFL teams, the Falcons added 42 more 
players. Each leam, who had a 40-man roster, placed 11 available jor the Falcons to select 
from. Among those picks was their first leading rushar (Junior Cotiey from Green Bay), their 
first leading receiver (Alex Hawkins from Baltimore), and a defensive captain (Bill Jobko. 
from Minnesota). 


A YMCA Camp, Blue Ridge Assembly on Black Mountain, N.C, (near. Asheville) is selected 
as the first summer training camp home.

The AFL and NFL agree to merge with a Championship Game to be played, The teams 
would not aclually bagin playing regular season games until 1970, Atlanta was assigned to 
(he NFL's Western Conference, Coastal Division, with the Las Angeles Rams, Baltimore 
Colts, and San Francisco 49ers, 


Training Camp opened wilh some 130 players checking in for physicals and their chance to 
be an NFL player, One of the camp's visitors was Rev. Billy Graham, who lived just a few 
miles from the Blue Ridge Assembly, All told, 66 rookies reported with the vets checking in 
on July 9. 


Before 26,072 at Allanta Stadium, Philadelphia claims a 9-7 win over the Falcons. Trivia 
{ans might want to note that QB Dennis Claridge passed one yard to Tam Wilson for the 
Falcons first ever touchdown (second quarter) to provide a 7-6 halftime lead. 


Falcons defeat their AFL rivals, (he Miami Dolphins, 27-17, to lay claim to the championship 
of the South. 


In'the fifth and final preseason game, the Falcons defeated San Francisco, 24-17, before 
21,780 fans in Columbia, S.C. Rookle OB Randy Johnson made his first start and passed to 
Alex Hawkins for the clinching TD. 


The Los Angeles Rams handed the Falcons a 19-14 loss before 54,418 at Atlanta Stadium. 
The Rams of George Allen were led by QB Roman Gabriel (294 yards). Alter a 16-0 lead, 
Allanta rallied to make it 16-14 before a third quarter Ram FG ended the scoring, Pre-game 
ceremonies included Commissioner Pete Rozelle, Governor Carl Sanders, and Mayor lyan 
Allen, Falcon RB Erie Wheelwright ran for 91 yards and caught a pass for 25 more to lead 
the offense, 


It was the second quarter when QB Randy Johnson hit Gary Bames for a 53-yard 
touchdown to officially score the first points fof the Atlanta Falcons. 


Atlanta's WAGA-TV televised the Falcons game in thal inaugural year with Ed Thilenius 
(University of Georgia Announcer) and WOXI Radio broadcasting with Jack Hurst (GA. Tech 
Announcer). The analyst was former player and coach Johnny Sauer. 


Alter nine straight lasses, the Falcons claimed one for the W column at Yankee Stadium 
(62,746), 27-16. Former Giant Emie Wheelwright scored two TD's receiving and ran for 51 
more yards as QB Randy Johnson hit fora trio of TD's. 


The Falcons tied an NFL record for an expansion team (Minnesota) by winning a third 


game. This victim was the SI. Louis Cardinals, 16-10, before 97,169. The second win had 
been at Minnesota with Bobby Riggle returning an interception 62 yards for a touchdown. 


Frank E. Wall was promoted to GM after serving as Vice-President and Treasurer.

TD by the Falcons Lee Galland and 
55 TD catch by Colts Jimmy Orr). 


Linebacker Tommy Nobis was named to the AP all-pro team, a Falcon first. This honor 
followed his Rookie of the Year performance in 1966 (Bert Bell Award and Pro Football 
Writers Association). 


The Falcons (choosing 3rd in the Draft) select a defensive end fram Tennessee State, Alter 
six selections to the Pro Bowl, Claude Humphrey praved to be one of the great Falcons of 
all-ime. 


Stripes are added to the sleeves of the jerseys. replacing the team emblem. 


Norm Van Brocklin, formerly head coach of Vikings, is named to replace Norb Hecker after 
three games of season. Two weeks later, his Falcons beat New York, 24-21, in fitst meeting 
between Van Brocklin and his former QB, Fran Tarkenton. 


Falcons win first season opener ever, beating 49ers, 24-12, before home fans. Rookie Tight 
End Jim Mitchell scored two TD's and club set team record with 229 yards rushing. 


Running Back Junior Coffey, the ast of the 42 original expansion draftees, is traded to the 
Naw York Giants. 


Falcons roll up 48 points to win by 17 over Bears, The 518 yards of offense saw Randy 
Johnson throw for four TD's and Harmon Wages score on a 48-yard run, 


Harmon Wages had a game to remember in this 45-17 rout of the Saints, The second year 
back threw fora TD in the first quarter (16 yards to Flatley), then caught a pass for a TD in 
the second quarter (88 yards), and then ran for a TD in the fourth quarter (66 yards), 


Falcons close season by ending Viking 12 game win streak in 10-3 game as Claude 
Humphrey scores only TD of game (24 fumble ratum), The team finished 6-8-1, their best 
record ever.

Coach Norm Van Brocklin is elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 


For a third straight year, Falcons open up with a victory, This home opener saw the Falcons 
defeat the division rival 49ers, 20-17. 


Rookie sensation Ken Burrow made more yardage receiving in one game than any NFG 
receiver, and he wrote his name in the club record book TWICE. He had 190 yards at 
Detroit and duplicated that feat at New Orleans. All of this was done playing the final 11 
games wilh a broken wrisl, 


In dramatic fashion with 40 seconds left, the Falcons score to beat New Orleans, 24-20, 10 
finish the season at 7-6-1, thus giving them the first winning season in club history.

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At Candlestick Park, the 49ers’ Joe Montana made his third start alter back surgery that 
some said would side line him for the season or even his career. Meanwhile, the Falcons 
had a new starier in Turk Schonert as Dave Archer was lost for the year in the previous 
week's 13-10 loss to the Super Bow! champion Bears. Both completed 21 passes with only 
six yards differance, but the 49ers pravailed 20-0. 


Itwas Jeff Van Note day at Atlanta Fulton County Stadium as the 18-year veteran center 
was honored after 246 games. With all his family present, he was presented gifis including a 
vintage 1957 Chevy (symbolic of his #57 and being a classic), Mick Luckhurst extended his 
club record to 117 consecutive PAT's. 


When it came time for the Falcons to make their No. 1 selection (13th overall) on drat day 
‘87, they took no time at all in choosing a player they coveted from the beginning; namely, 
Oregon QB Chris Miller, The last time the birds used their top pick on a OB was in 1975 
when Steve Bartkowski fit the bill, 


After being drubbed 48-10 at Tampa Bay in the season opener the Falcons rebound to 
defeat the eventual World Champion Washington Redskins 21-20 in front of over 50,000 
fans at Fulton-County, OB Scott Campbell made his first start in two years (and first in a 
Falcon untlorm) replacing Dave Archer and completed 17-34 passes for 271 yards and two 
TD's to supply the offensive spark. Billy “White Shoes" Johnson added another milestone to 
his brilliant career by becoming the NFL's all-time leading punt returner, registering his 
259th lifetime return, 


The NFL Players Association walks off the job for the second time in five years but only one 
game is cancelled, The League's owners decide to continue with replacement players. 
“Regulars” report back to work 24 days later, but still not in time for the League's mandatory 
limit, and 80 miss another game. 


The NFL goes along with its idea to compete with replacement players while the union walks 
the picket line. The Falcons are forced to play against strike-breaking “yelerans” at home in 
all three games such as Emesi Jackson. Mike Webster, Nolan Cromivall and 1988 Pro 
Bowlers Joe Montana, Roger Craig and Charles White (League's leading rusher), Atlanta 
drops close contests against Pittsburgh and San Francisco but dumps the L.A. Rams 24-20 
despite trailing 17-0 at halitime. 


Gerald Riggs becomes the club's all-time leading rusher, surpassing William Andrews with a 
five-yard run in the third quarter at Dallas, giving the six-year pro from Arizona State a 
carear total of 5,987 yards. Riggs finishes up the day with 119 yards to help the Falcons 
break @ seven-game losing streak and knock the Cowboys out of the playoifs for the second 
straight year with a 21-10 victory in Texas Stadium. 


Rick Donnelly and Sylvester Stamps claim a pair of NFL individual titles because of what 
they did and didn’t do against the Lions in the season finale, Donnelly goas toe-to-toe with 
Detroit's Jim Amold and wins the League's punting title with a 44.03 average. The Lions kick 
away from dangerous retum man Stamps and he maintains his NFL lead without actually 
fielding a KOR all day to end the year with a Leagua best 27.5 average.

That's how Faloons Head Coach Marion Campbell summed up the 1987 campaign. It's not 
too far fetched when you consider: a total of 114 players donned a Falcon jersey (including 
replacement players) and 4 combined 26 players missed 145 games due to injuries... some 
46 players were credited with at least one tackle on defense, while 27 players caught a pass 
and 22 ran trom scrimmage... there were 17 players who retumed a kick wilh 16 others who 
scored... and would you believe five different quarterbacks starled a game, or how about 
ive different starters at free safely, or five who started at H-Back, or five who punted. 


Atlanta handed Super Bow! XXIII Champion 49ers theirsecond worst defeat of the entira 
year 34-17 behind a potent offense and opportunistic detense, Touchdown runs by rookie 
James Primus (29 yds.) and Gerald Riggs (3 yds.) were complimented by Chris Miller's 1- 
yard bootleg for a score to end the first half as the upstart Falcons built 4 21-3 lead at 
intermission and never looked back. The birds’ defanse picked off three Joe Montana 
passes (four total), and Robert Moore's 47 yard interception relurn for a score in the 
beginning of the 4th quarter put the exclamation paint on a total team win. Riggs finished 
with 115 yards rushing and the Falcons could boast they had beaten the last two World 
Champions in back-to-back seasons. 


Young leader QB Chris Miller engineered a come-from-behind victory over eventual NFC 
East winning Eagles on the road behind some strong arm tactics. The former No. 1 pick 
threw scoring tosses of 19 and 17 yards to keep the score close, Then, trailing 24-20 with 
9:20 left on the clock, Miller split two Eagle defenders and hit a striding Michael Haynes with 
a perfect 49-yard TD strike for the game winner (which snapped the Falcons five-game 
losing streak). It was the first time Miller passed for three TD's in a game in his short NFL 
career and marked a victorious return to Philadelphia for ex-Eagle coach Marion Campbell, 


The improving Falcon defense was among the best in the NFL during the second hall of the 
‘88 Season. Atlanta's “baby boomers" (average age of 26) allowed only six touchdowns over 
the final seven games (three via pass) to rise to 17th place (tle) in the League in points 
allowed (19.7 per contest). The stingy unit was second in the. League in points allowed over 
the last half of the season surrendering an average of 12 points per outing, Marion 
Campbell's crew was 7th in total takeaways with 38 in 1988 Including 24 interceptions, 
which trailed only Vikings, Bears and Eagles. 


CB Scott Case laid claim to a spol in the Pro Bow! by being named NFC Defensive Player of 
the Month for November. Case intercepted five passes (two each vs. Packers and Raiders), 
registered a forced fumble and QB sack and made 20 tackles with nine passes defensed lo 

help the Falcons to a 3-1 record during the month, 


Rookie OLB Aundray Bruce was honored as the NFC’s Defensive Player of the Week tor his 
efforts in the Falcons 12-6 victory over the Raiders, Bruce recorded two sacks, an 
interception, one forced fumble and one recovered fumble, two QB hurries and four tackles. 
The NFL's No, 1 dratt pick sacked Raider OB Steve Beuerlain, which caused him to fumble, 
and Bruce recovered at LA's 12-yard line with 6:12 remaining in the game, The Falcons 
went on lo score the winning touchdown and nail down their third victory in four games,

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RB John Settle put his name in the League's record book by becoming the first free agent In 
NFL history since the 1970 merger to gain 1,000 yards in a season as he rushed for 66 
yards against the Saints to finish with 1,024, Paul Lowe (Chargers) and Clem Daniels 
(Raiders) of the AFL were the only other undrafted players to accomplish the teat (in 1963 
and 1965), The former Appalachian State star was fourth in the NFL in total yards (1594) 
and the club leader in receptions with 68 as he garnered his first trip to the Pro Bowl. 


CB Scolt Case picked off his 10th pass of the year against the Saints to finish atop the NFL 
Charis. Case set a new Falcon record for interceptions in a season eclipsing tha ald mark of 
nine by Roliand Lawrence in 1975. The Oklahoma product stole seven passes in the second 
half of he season when the young Falcons defense began to jell. 


Three Falcon players were voted to the NFC-AFC Pro Bowl for the first time since 1983. G 
Bill Fralic missed an opportunity to start his third straight game because of a knee problem, 
Case and Settle were voted in by their peers for the first lime and helped the NEC win as 
Settle scored on a 1-yard TD run and Case held his own against the League's best 
receivers. 


The Falcons ended up with two number one drait picks as Kan Herock selected CB Deion 
Sanders with the 5th overall pick, then laler traded with Cincinnail to get the 27th pick and 
take WR Shawn Collins, Both would go on to eam all-Rookie NFL recognition. 


Deion “Prime Time” Sanders ends his lengthy Sept, contract holdout and feports to carnp, 
He takes a Friday practice and Saturday walk through and puts on the football pads for he 
first time in seven months in the season opener vs. the Rams. In the first quarter, Deion 
felurns 2 punt 68 yards for a touchdown. After hitting a home run for the Naw York Yankees 
earlier that Week, it makes him the only modern day athlete to hita HR and score a TD in 
the same week, 


Heisman lrophy winning Herschel Walker relums to Homecoming, his native Georgia, for his

Rookie offensive lineman, Ralph Norwood, is killed Nov. 24 ina single car acctdent in 
Gwinnett Gounty on the day after Thanksgiving, Less than a month later, TE Brad Beckman 
is killed as a passenger in an auto accident on 1-85 in Gwinnett Counly.

Deion Sanders took a second hali Forty-Ninér kickofl @ club record 100 yards for a 
touchdown to put the birds back on top and helped in giving the Falcons the only NFL win all 
year in San Francisco, Rap star Hammer became the Falcons official good luck charm as 
this was the first visit of many in the 1991 season. Deion, Rison, and Glanville had recently 
appeared in Hammer's popular video “Too Legit To Quit.” 


The Falcons scored 10 points in the last (wo minutes of regulation to send the New Orleans 
game into overtime on ESPN's Pigout Game of the Week. A 54-yard completion from OB 
Chris Miller to WR Michael Haynes set up the 50-yard field goal by K Norm Johnson for the 
OT win before ESPN's largest TV audience of the season. 


Falcon LB Jessie Tuggle, who has had aver 200 consecutive tackles the past two seasons, 
has led the entire NFL in tackles only to be forgotten when All-Pro teams and Pro Bowl 
Selections were made. A 1992 Pro Bow| selection rejection, Tuggle was recognized as a first 
team All-Pro pick by Sports Illustrated, 


CB Deion Sanders, WR Andre Rison, OB Chris Miller and AT Chris Hinton all represented 
the Falcons In the 1992 Pro Bowl, Miller tossed the winning touchdown in the fourth quarter 
to WR Jerry Rice foran NFC victory. Sanders had one interception and also saw action on 
offense late in the game, Rison had two receptions as well, Hinton become the first NFL 
player to be voted in at three different positions. 


‘The Falcons made club history as they swept throtigh thelr NFC West road trips by 
defeating the Rams 31-14 in Anaheim, dropping New Orleans in Overtime 23-20 at the 
Superdome, and by giving the 49ers their only loss in 1991 at Candlestick Park 39-34. This 
was the first time ever the birds had beaten all their division rivals on the road.

A sellout crowd witnessed the Falcons’ final home game of the 199] season, as well as Ihe 
birds’ final game in Fulton-County Stadium. Atlanta defeated the Seattle Seahawks’ 26-13, 
to run their home win streak to five straight. NFL thieves Tim McKyer and Deion Sanders 
combined on @ 55-yard interception and lateral for a memorable touchdawn, On hand with 
the 59,000 fans were Hammer, World Heavy Weight Champion Evander Holytield, singer 
Wayne Newten, and country and western group Diamond Rio. 


On the road al arch-rival New Orleans on ABC's national TV, the Falcons came from 10 
points down to win their first-ever Playoff game away from home. New Orleans native 
Michael Haynes scored two touchdowns, including the game winning 61-yarder in the fourth 
quarter, then CB Tim McKyer ended any suspense by intercepting a pass. 


A sold-out crowd (66,834 actual) and a national TV audience (ABC) on this Sunday 
afternoon saw the Falcons win the first-ever football game in the new Georgia Dome, 20-10, 
over the Philadelphia Eagles. While the Eagles’ lan Howfield kicked a 33-yard FG for the 
first points aver, the Falcons hooked up on their first play in the Dome for a 76-yard TD pass 
(Chris Millar to Michael Haynes). While all fans received a spacial souvenir ticket and 
commemorative pin, the day of entertainment included performances by megastar MC 
Hammer, doing the “Too Legit to Quil” theme song of the team, plus a Georgia nalive 
halftime show featuring major country recording stars Travis Tritt, Alan Jackson, Trisha 
Yearwood, Doug Stone, and T. Graham Brown. Recording star John Denver preformed the 
national anthem, while Las Vegas boxing announcer Michael Buffer began the proceedings 
with his trademark , “Let's get ready to rumble.” The pre-game festivities also Included a 
100-yard red ribbon cutfing by Commissioner Paul Tagliabue and Falcons owner Rankin M. 
Smith. 


|r the regular season opener in the Dome, the Falcons scored on their lirst four possessions 
en route to a 20-17 win over the New York Jets before a sellout of 65,585. The first play saw 
rookie RB Tony Smith run for 32 yards and the first points came on a Norm Johnson 25-yard 
FG, Just 17 seconds later, the Falcons scored the first TD in the Dome on a Chris Miller-to- 
Michael Haynes pass of 14 yards, Miller and Haynes Hooked up again on an 11-yard play 
later in the first quarter as the Birds ran up a 17-0 lead. In the second period, Norm Johnson 
tied a club record with a 54-yard FG. Miller's 72% passing (21-29) and 117 yards from the 
ground game led the Falcons to victory. 


On the defending Super Bow! champion’s turf the Falcons made several big plays, but came 
up one big'play short in a 24-17 loss. Right after rookie Heisman Trophy winner, Desmond 
Howard, went 55 yards off a lateral on a punt return, Deion Sanders touched !he ball for the 
first time in the '92 season and sped 99 yards with the kickoff return. Later in that quarter, 
speedy Michael Haynes put his name in the Falcons record book with the longest play irom 
scrimmage, an 89-yard reception, as he outran Darrel] Green. With under four minutes to 
go, the Falcons had driven to the Redskins’ nine-yard line, but an end zone interception 
saved the day for Washington. 


At Soldier Field, Chris Miller hit 30-48 passes for 351 yards and a club record-tying four 
TD's, while Andre Rison had a personal best 10 catches for 177 yards and a club record- 
(ying three TD catches. Unfortunately, the Falcons deiense gave up 489 yards and five TD's 
in a 41-31 loss, 


Deion Sanders pulled off yet another first by participating in two pro sports in the SAME 
DAY. On Saturday night, he played in the Braves Playoff game in Pittsburgh, flew to Miami 
to play for the Falcons, then flew back to Pittsburgh for a game Sunday night, His presence 
helped the Falcons hold Dan Marino to a rare game without a TD pass, but the Falcons lost 
a 17-7 third quarter lead to bow, 21-17.

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In the third quarter vs. the Rams in the Dome, Chris Miller tore a knee ligament and was 
lost for the season on a run up the middle on a play he was never touched. The good news 
this day was that Billy Joe Tolliver came off the bench to produce a 13-yard TD to Haynes 
early in the 4th quarter that led the Birds to a 30-28 victory: Rookie RB Tony Smith led the 
Falcons with a 60-yard KOR, @ 45-yard PR, and 19 rushes for 58 yards and a TD (163 total 
yards). 


The Falcons defense posted the first shut out since 1988 in a 34-0 rout of the New England 
Patriots. Atlanta allowed just 15 net yards passing, second best in club history, and just 105 
total yards with five OB sacks, two pass interceptions (both by Deion) and (wo fumble 
recoveries. Rookie Tony Smith had anather hol day with an 8.1 rush average (10-81-1 td) 
and a 15-yard average on PR (5-75) ior 151 yards, 


On ESPN nalional TV, the Falcons and Saints hooked up in a typical divisional warfare. 
After two big wins in New Orleans in '91, the Falcons rallied this time from a nine-point 
deficit to take the lead, 14-12, with just 4:14 leit in the game. The Saints rallied for a FG with 
1;50 leit with a big 25-yard pass play that should have been nullified when T Stan Brock 
punched Falcons DE Chuck Smith to the sidelines, Deion Sanders set a Falcons club record 
with 245 return yards that included @ 60-yard KOR, a 50-yard KOR and a 55-yard laleral off 
an interception 


QB Watle Wilson made his first start as a Falcon and filled the Tampa Bay skies with 19-24 
passes for 324 yards and a club record five touchdown passes in a 35-7 bombing raid, 
Deion played WR for 12 plays and scored a 37-yard TD, while Haynes had 113 yards, two 
TD's and 4 60-yard strike. 


In the season finale at his first team, the Rams, Drew Hill moved info the top 10 in NFL 
history with his 600th pass reception and his 28th 100-yard game (8-107-1 TD), 


The Falcons led the NFL with a club record 38-TD passes and became the only team to 
have 30 or more TD's In both '91 and ‘92, The 336 pass completions were @ club season 
best as were the 194 passing fitst downs. Andre Rison set a club record with 93 receptions 
and became the first player in NFL history to have 300 catches in their first four years in the 
League. The Rison-Haynes tandem netted 21 TD's to lead the NFL for a second straight 
year (23 in '91), Mike Pritchard's 77 catches were the 5th most in club in history, Sth in the 
NFL, Wade Wilson finished with three consecutive 300-yard games (324, 342, 374) and 10 
TD's in those three games and two consecutive 30-completion games. 


Led by Pro Bowlers Andre Rison, Bobby Hebert and Norm Johnson, Atlanta's offense 
Scored over 300 points for the fourth consecutive season, Rison scored a club-record 15 
TD's, and seta new slandard for most receptions in his first five seasons with 394. Hebert, 
meanwhilg, finished third in the NFL with a career-high 24 TD passes and had the NFL's 
longest play of the year, a 98-yard TD strike to Michael Haynes. Johnson nearly had a 
perfect season, connecting on 26-01-27 field goals (.963), while Stretching his consecutive 
FG streak io 26 in a row, the second best mark in NFL history. On defense, LB Jessie 
Tuggle led the team in tackles for the fifth consecutive season (183), Pro Bowl comerback 
Deion Sanders continued to be an impact player, picking off seven passes while shutting 
down the league's top receivers. Third-year AB Erric Pagram more than made a name for 
himself, rushing for 1,185 yards, the fourth highest total in ‘93.
